OTTAWA—Whispers of deeply-concerned dis¬ 
content among both front and backbenchers con¬ 
tinue sifting out of the Liberal caucus. 

Prime Minister Trudeau has said that in this, 
his first year of power, he has been busy “changing 
the direction of the government.” 

He has compared it to reversing the 0001*56 


of the Queen Mary. First you have to slow it down, 
he has explained, and only then can ypu, very 
carefully, begin to turn it around. 

The change of course has been abrupt enough 
to cause the senior officer of his crew, former trans¬ 
port minister Paul Hellyer, to jump ship. 

Now, in the private offices of the Liberal MPs 
and senators, in the two parliamentary cafeterias 
and around the halls of the Centre and West Block, 
reports circulate that: 


• Justice Minister John Turner, whose Ot¬ 
tawa area constituency association president quit 
this week in protest against the government’s legis¬ 
lative stand for permissiveness in abortion and ho¬ 
mosexuality laws, is very "unhappy” with the way 
things are going. 

• Solicitor - General George Mcllraith, a 
Commons veteran of 29 years, is “worried” by the 
government's preoccupation with provincial rights, 
Quebec and the language issue. 


w oeience Minister Leo uacueux, up against 
a rock wall of cabinet indifference, still feels he yet 
may have to resign in a last dramatic effort to save 
the armed services from what defence headquarters 
here fears could be ultimate liquidation. 

• Acting transport minister James Richard¬

Donald Gordon Dies 
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MONTREAL (CP) - Donald 
Gordon, president of British 
Newfoundland Corporation Ltd. 
and former CNR president, died 
in his sleep Friday night at the 
age of 67. 

He arrived in Canada in 1914 
as a 13-year-old Scots immi¬ 
grant, and after Jobs in banking 
became president of the S3,000,- 
000.000 CNR at the age of 49. 

Upon his retirement in 1966, 
he became president of Brinco, 
a position he was holding at. the 
time of his death. 

RITES WEDNESDAY 

Funeral services are sched¬ 
uled for 2 p.m. EDT Wednesday 
in Melville Presbyterian Church, 
Westmount. 

In one of several tributes 
made Saturday, N. J. MacMil¬ 
lan. chairman and president of 
CNR. said Canada had lost a 
man of "unique personal quali¬ 
ties who served his country 
with distinction. 

"The contribution he made to 
the progress of Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways in his 17 years 
as chairman and president was 
both profound and lasting. Can¬ 
ada has lost a distinguished 
civil servant and those of us

BUENOS AIRES (API-Eight 
people died and some 20 others 
were taken ill after eating in¬ 
secticide-contaminated rice, po¬ 
lice said Saturday. First to Hi# 
was Mrs. Fuyi Nishimura, 74, 
but tier death was initially at¬ 
tributed to a stroke. 

When family and friend* 
gathered after the funeral for 
a meal in the Nishimura home, 
more rice was consumed, and 
soon everybody began experi¬ 
encing food-poisoning symptoms. 
Seven people died later. Includ¬ 
ing Mrs. Nishimura's daughter 
Teresa and four grandchildren.

Whafs Mayday Mean? Asks One Receiver 


Arizona Ham Speeds- Rescue in Florida 


JACKSONVILLE. Fla. (API—The distress 
message was from Arizona. A b>at was 
sinking in Florida, it said. 

From 2,000 miles away, a ham radio 
operator guided the rescue, 

L. W. Oehlbeck of Lenoi, N.C., and two 
friends were cruising in a 40-foot cabin 
cruiser on the St. Johns River when the 
luxury craft slammed into a log. The log 
tore a gaping hole in the hull. The boat 
started to sink. 


Oehlbeck turned to Ids rudio to summon 
aid. 

"I tried i to usp the regular boat chan¬ 
nels," he said. "But the airways were 
crowded and no one would lei me on the air. 
I kept repeating 'Mayday! Mayday!’ 

"Someone who was on the air heard me 
and asked the fellow he was talking to, 
‘What does mayday mean?' " 

Oehlbeck switched to a citizens radio band 
and again pleaded for help. 


In Mesa, Ariz., haul curator Mark 
Ewart picked up the signal. He telephoned _ 
ihe Arizona Highway Patrol. The patrol 
flashed a tcletyjie message to the Jackson¬ 
ville Police Department. And in Jackson¬ 
ville another telephone call sent a Cbast 
Guard boat flying to Oehlbeck's aid.

• Agriculture Minister Bud Olson must en¬ 
dure boos and jeers when he ventures out onto the 
Prairie wheatlands. 

• Labor Minister Bryce Mackasey, a volatile 
showboating Montreal Irishman, is so easily irri¬ 
tated by any suspicion of "interference” from 
above in his department he could throw up his 
hands and simply snort “to hell with it” with very 
little provocation, 

All cabinet hands, and especially the prime 
minister, are bothered by the French-English im¬ 
balance of the ministry, dominated completely 
at the moment by State Secretary Gerard Pelletier, 
Trade Minister Jean-Luc Pepin and Regional Eco¬ 
nomic Minister Jean Marchand. 

The prime minister and his three Quebec lieu¬ 
tenants worry that the imbalance makes for in¬ 
stability — and the English side frets about lack 
of not only actual power but real influence, serious¬ 
ly compounded by the Hellyer defection from 
Trudeau-type federalism. 

External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp has 
taken HeHyer*s place In the Common* to the right 
of the prime minister. 

But he Is burdened with the flaw of incredibil¬ 
ity that goes almost as deep with the Liberals as 
with the opposition which Is convinced that he 
would do anything, “even rationalize signing the 
Warsaw Pact,” to retain favor and position. 

Upset by the way things shape up in cabinet, 
many of the Liberal backbenchers are expressing 
further distress over: 

• The government’s obsession with jamming 
through Parliament the Criminal Code amendments 
of which the homosexual and abortion sections are 
so repugnant to so many of the administration’s 
Quebec supporters. Where, they ask in concern, 
are the "priorities” the prime minister talks about 
that everything else should stand aside for this con¬ 
troversial legislation? 

• The already-developing unfavorable Eu¬ 
ropean and American reaction to the government’s 
coming NATO "phase-out.” The fear here is that 
it’s not just a defence matter, but a difference with 
Canada’s NATO allies that could translate Itself 
into damage to Canadian trade. 

• The quickly-apparent hostile Japanese re¬ 
action to the government’s determined diplomatic 
courting of Red China. Washington, too, is unhappy 
about it, and again the fear is that American and 
Japanese displeasure could be expressed through 
trade channels. 

• The lack of any government initiative on 
issues and measures except those controversial 
questions of NATO, China, the Vatican, language 
rights, provincial powers, permissive laws.

State Elliott Richardson said 
Saturday. 

“We are deeply concerned 
about the lack of information 
about our prisoners,” he said. 
“Some of them have been 
held tour years and longer 
with little or no word to thpir 
families. 

“As an act of basic human¬ 
ity, they should be allowed to

correspond with their families 
end krved ones., 

“We are using every pos- 
alble occasion to raise this 
subject and to bring about the 
release of prisoners on both 
sides.” 

Richardson made his public 
appeal after President Nixon 
designated him as the man to 
charge of efforts to improve 
the tot of Americans held 


prisoner by the North Viet¬ 
namese. 

Little about them is known, 
U.S. officials are even uncer¬ 
tain about the numbers of 
Americans held prisoner and 
information about the treat¬ 
ment they receive is sketchy 
at best. 

★ ★ ★ 

The estimate is that 1,300 
American military personnel 
are missing or captured in 
Southeast Asia and that about 
in North Vietnam. Only about 
400 are known with certainty to 
be prisoners in North Vietnam. 

Six months after the United 
States stopped bombing North 
Vietnam, there i* no know¬ 
ledge that the lot of the 
pri s oners has Improved. 

★ * * 

In a few recent oases, rtato 
department officials said, let¬ 
ters have been received by 
the famines of prisoners. But 
the letters were backdated to 
before Christmas. 

Officials know of only one 
Christmas parcel that was 
received by the American 
prisoner to whom it was sent 
by his family. 

There is hope here that 
when Henrik Beer, secretary- 
general of the League of Red 
Cross Societies, visits Hanoi 
In late May he will be able to 
make Inquiries about the 
status of American prisoners. 
★ ★ ★ 

Beer has been Invited by 
the North Vietnamese osten¬ 
sibly to discuss the possibility 
of North Vietnam receiving 
relief supplies and financial 
support for recovery from 
war damage. 

It was not theught likely 
that Beer would be able to 
undertake anything like an 
inspection tour of prisoners' 
facilities. 

The North Vietnamese have 
claimed they are treating 
their prisoners humariely. But 
American officials have little 
knowledge that this to so. 


North Weakening 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Presi- 
dent Nixon would accept a se¬ 
cret agreement with North Viet¬ 
nam on mutual troop with¬ 
drawal from South Vietnam pro¬ 
vided It contained tight safe¬ 
guards against violation*, White 
House sources said Saturday. 

In reporting what they termed 
progress to Paris and Vietnam, 
these sources left open this ap¬ 
proach as an alternative to a 
formally announced agreement 
for mutual withdrawal of forces. 
★ ★ ★ 

However they also: 

• Said they do not know 
whether North Vietnam's lead¬ 
ers are ready yet to accept the 
existence of South Vietnam as 
an independent country, a con¬ 
dition they described a* neces¬ 


sary for serious negotiations ati 
Paris. 

• Declined to predict the war 
would be over to a year, or to 
specify when United States 
forces might be withdrawn from 
South Vietnam as a result of in- 
creased Saigon government 
ability to take over more of the 
fighting, Nixon haa set no dead¬ 
line or master plan tor a troop 
pullout, they indicated. 

★ ★ ★ 

The White House sources ad¬ 
ditionally gave reporters these 
Nixon administration views on 
two other outstanding issues: 

Antl-Mls*lln Talk*—The White 
House is confident the Senate: 
will approve Nixon's plan to go 
ahead with the Safeguard anti- 
ballistic missile system. 


In the forthcoming strategic 
arms talks with the Soviet 
Union Nixon .would not accept a 
disarmament deal putting the 
U.S. In a position of nuclear in¬ 
feriority. The assumption under¬ 
lying these discussions would be 
one of parity between the two 
superpowers. 


The portion of the Safeguard 
system protecting Mlnuteman 
intercontinental missiles against 
possible Soviet attack will be 
negotiable in the U.S.-Soviet 
talks. The portion designed 
against the Red Chinese threat 
will not be a bargaining item— 
and the Soviet Union too may 
want to keep an ABM defence 


against Peking. But multi-head¬ 
ed offensive missiles will be ne¬ 
gotiable. 

★ * * 

France Alter de Gaulle— 
The administration haa made a 
study of the French outlook fol¬ 
lowing Charles de Gaulle's step- 
down as president. The situation 
is relatively fluid, but most 
think former premier Georges 
Pompidou, a tong-time de 
Gaulle disciple, will succeed the 
old general. 

In any event Nixon's recent 
trip to Eruope established a 
base for close and friendly rela¬ 
tion* with France and the U.S. 
is prepared to continue this way 
with whatever new government 
emerges in Paris. 


fUPI) — Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk announced Saturday 
that Cambodia has rejected 
American moves towanl re¬ 
establishing diplomatic rela¬ 
tions. At the same time, he 
launched a new attack on 
Vietnam ese communists 
operation in Cambodia. 

“It was with great sorrow 
that I had decided to reject 
the American overtures,” the 
Cambodian chief of state said 
in referring to a statement 
from President Nixon on April 
17. “I always react harshly 
when Cambodia's frontiers 
are being questioned.” 

Sihanouk said he considered 
the American move “a trap." 

The Nixon statement said 
the United States recognized 


Cambodia's sovereignty a 
"within Its present frontiers.”!^ 
But the statement did not 
define these frontiers which - 
are in dispute with South 1 * 
Vietnam. 

At a news conference Satur- V 
day, Sihanouk said the United * 
States must recognize as 
Cambodian property the 
Preah Vinera temple whose * 
ownership, he declared, was ^ 
awarded to Cambodia by the 
world court and various a 
islands and border regions 
claimed by South Vietnam. 

Until this happens, Sihanouk 
said, he would not resume ties 
with Washington as he prom¬ 
ised tq do April 17. He said It " * 
was the Americans and not 
him that had done an “about 
face.”

For too long, he says, 
Canadians have tailored their foreign policy to the 
arsenal they happened to possess. Defence policy 
should flow from foreign policy, he maintains. “It is a 
false perspective to have a military alliance determine 
your foreign, policy.’' 

Impt&slve phrases, denoting a fine, practical 
approach M'problemf of concern to all Canadians. 

But in what significant way does this bit of 
theorising alter the posture of the country that it has 
maintained ‘from Its beginning? 

Our defence policy has been precisely that. Wo 
have never had any offensive designs throughout our 
history. We have kept an unarmed frontier with the 
United States since 1814. We have mobilized only 
when the emergency has been thrust upon us. 

Our foreign policy in latter years has been that of 
fHendlinoss to all. characterized by a willingness to 
play a peace-keeping part whenever and wherever we 
have been asked to participate. We did not arm 
ourselves specifically for this purpose, it is true. 

We acquired the weapons we needed for our 
Various roles, or used what we possessed already. 

It Is simply not defensible to argue that what 
military •hardware we had on hand determined foreign 
policy. 

We entered the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza¬ 
tion as an ally of those nations pledged to defend the 
freedom of the western world. What weapons we had 
at hand certainly did not Influence that foreign policy 
decision. 

So it can be seen that Mr. Trudeau's contention 
that our foreign policy has stemmed from our military 
preparedness is not logical. 

No one will find fault, however, with his thesis 
that our needs in arms should be fitted to our foreign 
commitments. Perhaps, like those in the New 
Democratic seats of the Commons, he favors a 
position in foreign affairs In which we would require 
no arms at all. But In this age such an attitude is 
wholly unrealistls and, moreover, ts unacceptable to 
the majority of the Canadian people. We want to play 
.our proper part in the joint defence at the ideals we 
fchare with other people. Surely Mr. Trudeau would 

r ot forsake such a responsibility.

It may be of some Interest in proving the point, 
that over 60 per cent of the homes now being built in 
metropolitan areas of British Columbia are for rental 
purposes. It is thus to be assumed that more than half 
of the public today is not economically capable of 
acauiring a home because of high land costs, high 
building cost* and intolerable interest charge* on the 
required financing. 

~~ 'Die extension of the borrowing period on NHA 
loans — on which the interest ceiling is being removed 
up to 45 years is indeed tantamount to putting the 
householder on a rental basis. 

It is also a step towards the public housing 
beloved of Russia and other left wing communities.

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Doctor Surveys the Drug Scene 


Drug is a four-letter word which has cut a 
swathe - between moralizing adults and the new 
generation. Today’s questing teenagers don’t ac¬ 
cept the old dogmas readily: They prefer to ex¬ 
periment, discuss and then decide for themselves. 
And unfortunately, in many cases the experiment¬ 
ing comes first. 

This is precisely what makes ibe British Medical Associa¬ 
tion booklet, aptly titled Pot Or Not, a most suitable pre¬ 
scription. It has been written especially for young people by 
Dr. A. J. Wood, assistant medical officer of health for Bris¬ 
tol, who has avoided any suspicion of moralizing, exhorta¬ 
tion or admoninition. ^

He also includes a descrip¬ 
tion of the uses and potency 
of the more commonly used 
drugs such as pep pills ("one . 
of its early uses was to 
produce greater endurance in 
the commandos in the Second 
World War"), pot (cannabis), 
I.SD and "hard" drugs like 
heroin. 

Investigations have revealed 
that the use of pep pills can 
build up silch tolerance that 
some people have taken as 
many as 150 of these polls 
during a weekend. 


It comes as a shock to learn 
the pep pills or purple hearts 
taken for such "fun" objects 
as staying "groovy" at par¬ 
ties, or laudable ones as 
keeping awake to study for 
exams, can develop a para¬ 
noid psychosis, or “the hor¬ 
rors" in which the drug-taker 
interprets the actions, of nor¬ 
mal people as threatening his 
safety.

Real discontent does exist in 
many branches of the civil 
service, notably fai the jails, 
mental hospitals and on the 
ferries, over this disparity in 
wages.

But what the dispute is all 
about, really, is that outside 
unions are able io get bigger 
wage increases than the B.C. 
Government Employees’ As¬ 
sociation can get for the 
majority of civil servants. 

Under the present system of 
labor relations it is every man 
and every labor union for 
itself. Despite a lot of talk by 
Premier Bennett and others in 
government about guidelines, 
none has been established. 
B.C. has no provincial eco¬ 
nomic council to draft even 
voluntary guidelines. 

There is implicit in govern¬ 
ment policy, I suppose, a 
desire to see the Mediation 


Commission come up with 
some kind of guidelines for 
the settlement of disputes 
which are referred to it. 

It is to this body, presum¬ 
ably, that the most intran¬ 
sigent civil servants such as 
the ferry workers hope to get 
their case referred. But this 
method, with the accompany¬ 
ing overtones of compulsion, 
is bound to leave bad feelings. 

So far as I can see there is 
no strong backing for the 
unofficial strike threats 
among civil servants. But as 
long as the present dog-eat- 
dog system remins in effect 
the discontent, both within 
and outside the government 
service, is bound to continue.

Mr. Peterson says the answer 
doesn't lie in compulsory 
restraint on prices and wages.

Education, work, personal 
problems, unsettled situations 
and relations at home, at 
school or college, in the 
factory or office — all these 
plus social, religious and 
political problems present a 
burden previous generations 
seldom had to bear. 

“Perhaps the mo6t difficult 
part of recovery is to re¬ 
create an attitude of mind 
which enables the addict, or 
“junkie,” to want to kick off 
his habit and live” Dr. Wood 
. says. 

Nobody can afford to duck 
the responsibility, because 
when a dangerous habit robs 
a person of his freedom of 
action, or normal instincts for 
self-preservation, the com¬ 
munity has a problem, too.

How do we fight this thing? 
Realist ically Dr. Wood 
accepts that there will always 
be people ready to supply 
drugs. The only way out. 
therefore, is to eliminate the 
demand. 

“This can only happen" he 
says, “when the attitude of 
young people makes the mis¬ 
use of drugs so unfashionable 
that even tiiose already par¬ 
tially dependent will have 
enough encouragement and 
determination to break free 
from the habit,”

“This is a terribly dis¬ 
organized way of doing 
things," said the educationist. 
“Here we’ve got children 
milling about, moving along 
according to the judgment of 
eveTy individual teacher, wotli 
no supervision by a central 
authority. 

'It's, it’s ... well, it’a just 
not right.” 

He proposed a much more 
orderly system. School work 
would be divided into grades, 
and the children would cover 
one grade every yeajr. 

Each grade would have its 
own prescribed textbooks, 
with' a course guide to help 
the teacher. Examinations 
would be based an toe text, as 
prescribed by authority, 


So that’s ‘what they did. 
There were still a lot of one- 
room schools with several 
grades, of course, but there 
was no more casual milling 
about. Everybody knew where 
he stood. 

In any particular grade, all 
children everywhere now 
studied the same things at the 
same rate. Thus it was that 
the tidy-minded educationist 
was able to boast that he 
knew what was happening in 
every school at any time of 
day. 

Things settled down in the 
new grade system and for a 
long while nothing much 
changed.

One day* somebody sagely 
remarked: "It tikes all kinds 
to make a world,” only this 
time he actually stopped to 
think what it meant. 

And it occurred to him to 
wonder why, if children were 
different, they should all learn 
the same things at ttie same 
speed. 


Somebody else remembered 
that he had seen intelligent 
children and dull ones. He 
wandered If it was fair for a 
slow learner to have to 
struggle all year to keep up 
with the rest of the class, only 
to be .told he had "failed.” 


Part of the grade system 
was that anyone judged to 
have "failed” was forced to 
start over again next Septem¬ 
ber. He had to cover the same 
stuff — even the material he 
already knew. 

Somebody finally said It. 
“It's not fair, and it doesn't 
even make sense.” 

There was no rebuttal, but 
for a long time nobody did 
anything about It either. 

And then a modem thinker 
had a really great idea. He 
called it "continuous pro¬ 
gress.”

It was very simple: children 
would learn at their own 
speed. 

If the child learned slowly 


he would progress slowly. If 
he learned quickly .he would 
go ahead as fast as he was 
capable of. 

Educationists thought that 
was a great new concept. As 
an added feature they began 
building schools with the 
interior walls removed, call¬ 
ing them “open areas.” 

And in truth, it was a huge 
improvement. Children of 
several classes now mingled 
and helped each other. They 
formed groups to study a 
subject, then dispersed to 
form other groups or study 
alone. 


TTie top education authority 
even unbent and began 
abolishing standardized 
courses and texts and exami¬ 
nations. Teachers now began 
deciding when a child was 
ready to moye ahead. 

Seeing continuous progress 
and open area schools in 
action, everyone vowed that 
they would never return to the 
Little Red Schoolhouse day*.

- Tmt is THE TRUTH? The Apostle Paul had 

already declared it: "God.Who will have ail men 

to be saved, and to come unto the know-ledge of the 
truth. For there is one (tod, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus; who gave himself 
a ransom for ail, TO BE TESTIFIED IN DUE TIME” 
U Tim. 2:4-6). 

Do you believe the Scriptures when they say God 
"will have ALL men to be saved, and to come unto 
the knowledge of the truth"? This Scripture means 
what it says. Any qualification of it is a deniaj ot it. 
Universal salvation, with all men made righteous and 
inhabiting eternity, is the only teaching that makes 
the Scriptures a harmonious whole, for it is the goal 
to which all other Scripture leads.

He is going to ac¬ 
complish it through His Kingdom, established here on 
this earth and functioning from Jerusalem, and for 
which Christ taught us to pray, "Our Father which 
art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as it Is in heaven" 
(Matt. 6:9,10). During that Kingdom Israel (the two 
tribes and the ten tribes having been broughl together 
as one nation. Kzek. 37:15-28) will be the example na¬ 
tion and other nationes will say, "Come ye, and let 
us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths; for out of Zion shall 
go forth the law, and the word of the Lord lroro Jeru¬ 
salem . . . nation shall not lift up sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more" (Isa. 2:3,4). 

The Scriptures teach that God has anointed Christ 
to be His King over His Kingdom and to accomplish 
His purpose of reconciling all men to Himself, and that 
> only through Christ can one be made righteous, tor 
"No man cometh unto the Father but by me" CJohn 
14:6). For the first thousand year portion of Christ's 
reign He will perfect all-Israel, all twelve tribes.

When Will Christ's reign begin? When may we look 
for this corrupt order to end and righteousness to take 
control?

All that pertains to thi* 
world (this order of things) will pass away before He 
takes control, just as an old building must he torn 
down before a new one can be erected on the same site. 

Organizations are inanimate things, formed to pro* 
mote the aims of certain groups but necessarily con¬ 
trolled by a few of each group and their successors. 
Obedience to the organization, which means obedience 
to those in charge, is necessary for the organization to 
continue. Inasmuch as all organizations are man-made, 
whether they be religious or otherwise, it means that 
all men are serving and obeying other men—bowing

In Isaiah 55:8,9, God has stated: "For my thoughts 
are not your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, 
saith the Lord. For as the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are my ways higher than your ways, and my 
thoughts than your thoughts." When Christ takes con¬ 
trol His thoughts and His ways and His government 
will be so far above those of man that truly an order 
of righteousness will t* established by Him upon this 
earth. 

"For as the rain cometh down, and the snow from 
heaven, and returneth not thither, but walereth the. 
earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud. that it may' 
give seed to the sower, and bread to the eater; so shall 
my word be that goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall 
not return unto me void, but it shall accomplish that 
which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing where¬ 
to I sent it” (Isa. 55:10,11). 

Believe God—not only that God exists, but believe 
His word—His word that will not return unto Him void 
but will accomplish that which He pleases! All men of 
intelligence believe that there is a Supreme Being and 
only "the fool hath said in his heart, There is no God" 
(Psalm 14:1). Abraham believed what God said and it 
was that which God counted unto him for righteousness. 
Few men today believe what God has told us in His 
word, Ihe Scriptures, and therefore only a few have 
any understanding of the significance of the times in 
which we live, and where we are on the stream of time. 
Consequently “men's heart* are failing them for fear” 
(Like 21:26). Yet these same perilous times are a har¬ 
binger of Christ's Kingdom by which God will shower 
blessings upon mankind such as "Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath prepared for them 
that love him” (1 Cor. 2:91, and ultimately ALL will 
love Him,

At the annual meeting of 
Grower* Wine in Victoria the 
other day, suggestions were 
made that the company had not 
dona *o well since it had oome 
under eastern Canadian control 
a* it did when it was directed 
locally. 

A* Growers to one of the «H 
too tm public companies with 
head office and main operation* 
in Victoria, its progress is 
Important to the local economy. 

TUe former president of the 
•ompany, Ernest Warner, who 
•old hi* interest three or tour 
yea r* ago to Imperial Tobacco 
of Canada, said the company 
had gone through a "lousy" 
time, and had lost its position 


as one of the best paying 
concerns in the oountry. 

His theme, though not toe 
clear, appeared to be that 
"bright young men" had been 
brought out to introduce eastern 
methods to the west. 

Warner said he could not go 
along with the changes, and 
particularly the eubatitution of 
old brand names, wefi known in 
the west, for new Frenchified 
titles, new style packaging. So 
he sold out his remaining shares. 

When the shares he sold for 
56 dropped to 52 and under,! 
Warner bought back Into the 
company and now claims to be 
the third largest shareholder. 

He thinks the newly-elected 
president, Lawrence Anderson, 
a business efficiency expert 
.from an Ivy League university 


In the U.S., will improve the 
situation — although he Is a 
direct Imperial Tbbacco of 
Canada nominee. 

Warner hopes Anderson will 
pay more attention to the 
company's western directors — 
of whom Warner is the leader 
i— and things will improve far 
Growers Wine. 

TIME WELL TELL 

Time alone will tell, but not 
all of the shareholders agree 
with Warner. Some of them 
believe Imperial Tobacco, with 
the capital is has infused for 
plant extensions, modernization 
of equipment and new brand 
titles, has done a lot of good for 
the company and win begin to 
reap the reward in profits for 
Its large expenditures.

Imperial at 56 & share, Calona 
shares were worth about 55. 
Now Growers Wine shares are 
worth $2 while Catena's have 
risen to 545. The latter figure, 
however, must be taken on trust 
for Calona shares are not listed 
on a stock exchange to establish 
a true market value at any 
particular time. 

TOUGH MARKET 
However, the fact remains 
Catena and other B.C. winemak¬ 
ing companies are making the 
local wine industry a highly 
competitive one, and that is the 
battle Growers has to fight. 

I am inclined to agree with 
Warner that I like my wine In 
old fashioned bottles. ’Hie new 
fancy shaped decanters, used by 
Growers, Calona and others, fill 
me with misgivings about their 
contents. 

If the Rothschilds and other 
famous French vintners are 
happy to use the old green 
bottles, then I believe they still 
set the style for those who 
believe themseves to be wine 
experts. 

SHELF APPEAL 

The fancy bottles are used 
here because the local wineries 
believe they make a more 
eyecatching appeal on the liquor 
store shelves, and they may be 
right in believing B.C. pepoJe 
are not sufficiently matured as 
wine-drinkers to go by the 
contents rather than the bottle. 

That may be so, because 
there is little doubt that one of 
the great strokes any beverage 
company can achieve is to get a 
favorable place on the LCB 
store shelves. 

BETTER DISPLAY 
Some of tlie critical Growers 
Wine shareholders at the meet¬ 
ing wars quite blunt about it 
that Calona brands, and indeed 
brands of some other provincial 
w4ne companies, are getting a 
better show on the shelves, and 
they claim this makes a tre¬ 
mendous difference. 

Incidentally, who decides 
where the bottles are to be 
placed In the liquor stores? Is it 
the selection of the local store 
manager or direction from 
higher up? We know of course It 
is the top brass which decides 
how many labels from the 
various firms will be handled. 

Is there a suggestion that, 
because Growers Wine is not 
locally owned, it to not getting 
such favorable treatment as are 
the bottles of its locally-owned 
rivals? 

NO ADVANTAGE 
Personally. I do not believe 1 
this is the case. I have looked 
over the shelves of some of the 
local liquor outlets and I would 
find it difficult to say any one 
B.C. winery is getting a more 
pro m inen t display than the 
other. Indeed, if anyone has a 
complaint, it must be the 
"outside" winemakers who 
seem to get only what space is 
left over when the locals are

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Prime Minister James 
Chichester-Clark named a new 
government for Northern Ire¬ 
land Saturday night. 

In an attempt to unite the bit¬ 
terly divided wings of the ruling 
Unionist party, he kept on eight 
ministers who served under out¬ 
going Prime Minister Terence 
O'Neill and brought into the 
cabinet an outspoken O'Neill 
critic. 

Brian Faulkner, who resigned 
as O’Neill’s deputy prime minis¬ 
ter in January, was returned to 
the cabinet as minister of devel¬ 


opment. He was narrowly beat¬ 
en by Chichester-Clark in the 
party contest to succeed O’Neill. 

The post of House of Com¬ 
mons leader and party Whip 
went to John Dobson, a back¬ 
bench O’Neill opponent. 


Two other critics of O’Neill 
brought into the administration 
—but below Cabinet rank—were 
civil engineer John Taylor and 
Capt. John Brooke, son of for¬ 
mer Prime Minister Lord 
Brodtborough. Taylor was 
named parliamentary secretary

NEW DELHf (AP)-Zakir 
Husain, 72, an educationist who 
went into politics at the age of 
55 and 15 years later became 
India’s first Moslem president, 
died Saturday after a heart at¬ 
tack. 

The government appointed 
Vice-President V. V. Girl, 74- 
year-old former trade union 
leader, to succeed Husain in the 
figurehead post. 

Husain, India's third presi¬ 
dent since It became a republic 
in 1950, was elected May 9,1967, 
to succeed Sarvepalli Radha- 
krishnan, 79. 

SOME DISSENSION 

Although a Moslem in pre- 
dominantly-Hindu India, Husain 
reached the top government 
spot, a cause for some dissen¬ 
sion. When senior politicians 
urged Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi not to push for Husain’s 
election as president, she retort¬ 
ed that India’s professed image 
as a secular state would suffer 
if he was denied the office. 

Husain opposed Moslem 
league demands two decades 
ago that Pakistan be pardoned 
along religious lines after inde¬ 
pendence. Millions of Moslems 
left India when Pakistan was 
formed, hut Husain stayed and 
insisted that it did not weaken 
his Moslem faith. 

During his career as a 
teacher at Jamia Millia, a Mos¬ 
lem college in New Delhi, Hu¬ 
sain was Influenced by Mohan¬ 
das K. Gandhi, India’s inde¬ 
pendence leader.

Royal Jubilee Hospital will 
■non be the second B.C. hospital 
with kidney patients washing 
their blood themselves at home. 

Two patients and their wive§ 
now are taking an eight-week 
ooursc to loam how to operate 
and maintain portable artificial 
kidneys. I, 

Until this time, they have had 
to come into hospital twice 
a week for the procedure, but 
with the machine they will 
come in only in case of their 
private unit malfunctioning. 
EACH PATIENT 
Costs of about $4,000 far each 
patient involved will be borne 
by the B.C. health department 
but will still be less than those 
Involved in filling the acute-care 
hospitals with renal dialysis 
units. 

The dishwasher-eized machine 
hooks into the household water 
supply and uses it to mix a 
chemical cleansing agent. 

The patient hooks the 
machine to the exterior loops of 
a teflon tube running through 
his leg. One loop enters an 
artery and the other a vein so 
the person can sleep as the 
blood is filtered through the 
machine and back into the body. 
PLASTIC PLATES 
The tri-layered machine has 
two levels of flattened cello¬ 
phane bags between plastic 
plates; impurities are filtered 
from the blood as it passes 
through the bags. 

An alarm wakes the patient if 
a clot develops, pressure or 
temperature drops or anything 
Interrupts the machine and he

can then check the guhges and 
make adjustments; if he cannot 
find the problem, he goes to the 
hospital the next day and uses 
one of its units. 

It is a difficult machine to 
use, but Is the patient's only 
way of living until he might 
receive a kktoey transplant. 

The only other B.C. hospital 
currentijfc working with the 
portable units is St. Paul’s in 
Vancouver.

LONDON — The Greek mili¬ 
tary regime is negotiating to 
buy three frigates from Britain. 
The British government, how¬ 
ever, has yet to decide whether 
It will grant an export licence 
for the deal. 

Negotiations have been going 
on for more than aix months 
between the Greeks and the 
British shipbuilding firm of 
Yarrow and Oo. A Yarrow 
executive said Saturday the 
company had ‘‘every reason to 
believe that an export licence 
would be granted.’* 

The talks took a major step 
forward 10 days ago when a 


sales team from Yarrow flew to 
Athens to present the Greek 
government with a first set of 
detailed beet estimates. The 
order would be worth from 
580,000,000 t o J45.000.000, 
depending on which weapons 
systems Greece chose to have 
Installed in the warships. 

News of these negotiations, 
coming on top of the announce¬ 
ment that Britain is hoping to 
sell a 170,000,000 atomic reactor 
to Greece, Is bound to raise a 
major political storm. The 
British government has for 
•ome months been equivocal in 
all references to possible arms 
deals with Greece.

According to the monitored 
text. Ojukwu warned that if the 
Nlfeerians rejected his offer of 
talks:

In a reference to federal lead* 
er Maj.-Gen, Yakubu Gowon 
and the Nigerian demand that 
Biafra return to a united coun¬ 
try, Ojukwu was quoted a* say» 
ing: 

"Gowon says Biafra is part of 
Nigeria and must be integrated 
into Nigeria. Let him keep to 
that position and we shall not 
expect him to accept the fact of 
our sovereignty before proceed¬ 
ing to the conference table. 

‘‘We say that Biafra is sover¬ 
eign and no longer part of Nige¬ 
ria. Let Gowon allow us the 
right to say so and not expect 
us to recant our position. We 
shall put forward and discuss 
our positions and whatever 
comes out of such discussions 
will be toe factual position. Why 
is Nigeria afraid of arguments 
and discussions? Could It be 
that Nigeria is conscious that 
her cause could not bear the 
light and teat of reason?"

Union has promised Csecho- 
slovakia a 5454.1)0,000 loan as 
soon as the Kremlin Is con¬ 
vinced the new party leader, 
Gustav Husak, has re s to r ed 
orthorojc communism in this 
Soviet occupied country, party 
sources said Saturday. 

The sources said the Soviets 
made the promise last week 
when Husak was in Moscow for 
the communist bloc economic 
summit conference. They said 
the Soviet leaders conditioned 
the loan to "normaMzatian" in 
C z e c h o Slovakia, the term 
Soviets have used for a return 
to Kremlin-style doctrine and an!

What would you consider a 
fine compliment paid to you 
about your child? That she 
always looks neat and clean? 
That he has good manners? I 
wouldn't mind hearing any of 
this — but what really pleases 
me most is when some adult 
happens to mention that a 
child of mine is "interesting." 

And this seems to be a trait 
that many parents overlook 
altogether. They feel respon¬ 
sible for giving the child 
wholesome food and warm 
clothing and setting a good 
moral example — but pay 
little, if any, attention to 
turning out a human being 
who is an interesting person¬ 
ality.

Thus, the world Is filled 
with dullards who have been 
given wholesome food and 
warm clothing and sent to 
Sunday school and instructed 


to aay ‘‘Please" and "Thank 
you" — and have been 
bitterly neglected and under¬ 
privileged in the area of true 
person ality development. 

This is a tremendous dis¬ 
service to the child, for every 
baby bom without deficiency 
in a mery, curious, humorous 
bundle of’interest

But within a half-dozen 
years, by the time the child 
begins first grade, much of 
the curiosity has been 
knocked out, the humor 
repressed, and Uiereby the 
learning process has been 
severely inhibited. (And, of 
course, the wrong kind of 
teacher, who is in the 
majority, compounds this 
growing stultification.) 

Our first obligation as par¬ 
ents — beyond the bare 
subsistence needs — is to turn 
out children who are Interest¬

been led to believe.

Indeed, K is usually the 
least sophisticated who get 
into the most trouble at thst 
age. not the ones who have 
been exposed to the, world. 

The only way to be interest¬ 


ing is to be Inter sated 1 nod 
when you are interested in 
external reality, then you are 
not bored or disaffected, and 
you have a foscus for your 
activities. It is this lack of 
focus that makes so many of 
teenagers restless and ready 
for rebellion. If you can’t 
raise yourself, all you can do 
is raise the roof.

Dull, flat, constricted and 
uncreative personalities clog 
this earth of our, through no 
fault of their own, for God has 
tliek own, for God has 
breathed into each soul the 
spirit of wonder, of explora¬ 
tion. or humor, of charm.

What everyone la discovering in the recent youth turmoil 
Is that there are generation gaps within generation gaps. The 
"over 30" distinction, ax far as the generation gap is 
concerned, is passe and now only a few years separate the 
groups that aren’t communicating with each other. 

A 23-year-old friend of mine, recently graduated from 
college, said, "I don’t know what’s gotten Into the kldi today 
In the universities. I can't xeetn to get through to them. 
Every time I try to discuss things with them they tell me I'm 
too old to understand their problems, and people Mke me are 
part of the corrupt system that they are determined to 
destroy. Even my kid brother say* it's hopeless to change my 
way of thinking." 


We want the right to drive cars. Why should the 16- and 17- 
year-olds be given licenses? If we’re old enough to go to 
school, we're old enough to drive. We're sick and tired of the 
I6-y ear-old! treating us like children. And we’re not going to 
stand for it. They better listen to us, because If they don't, 
they're going to have to deal with the 13-year-olds, and 
heaven help them If the 13-year-olds get the upper hand." 

"The 13-year-olds are pretty bad?” I said. 

"You have no idea. They're a bunch of spoiled brats. 
They've been given too much. Everything comes to them on a 
ailver platter. We 15-year-olds know what it is to fight for 
something, but a 13-year-old Is hardly out at diapers and he's 
trying to tell teenagers how to run their trves."

INJURED BLUB SPRUCE (A.C., 
Pert Albernl- It is unfortunate that the 
growing tip of your small Kokter blue 
spruce was broken off aoddently, but 
no permanent damage has been done 
and it is quite possible to develop the 
injured tree into a shapely specimen. 

Do not try to train up one of the top 
branches to becoros • new tip, as is 
sometimes advised. Just shorten the 
injured stub and wait. 

In due course, two new tips will 
develop at the base of the stub, and if 
allowed to grow unchecked, your tree 
would became a forked specimen. 
However, if one of the two new growths 
is nipped out while stBl quite young, the 
other will grow straight up, becoming 
the new tip of the tree.

FRUITLESS TOMATOES (L. McF., 
Victoria) — Tomatoes have what are 
called "perfect” flowers; that is, each 
blossom has botii male and female 
organs, so pollenizatkm can take place 
with the simple movement of poHen 
from anther to stigma within the same 
blossom, so It Is not necessary to have 


TREE FEEDING (EJM., Sidney) -It 
Isn’t easy to get nourishment to the 
roots of a fruit or ornamental tree 
growing ki th# lawn. Applying fertilizer 
to the square foot of so of bare soil 
around the trunk Is useless, for there 
are no feeding roots there: nature 
places the active feeding roots in the 
drip area, away out under the outer¬ 
most branch tips. 


You can't simply scatter dry fertilizer 
on the grass out in the drip area, either, 
tor if you were to put down enough to 
do tiie tree any good, it would constitute 
a serious overdose for the grass. 

The idea! arrangement is to inject 
liquid fertilizer directly to the tree 
roots, well down below the grass roots, 
using a Ross Root Feeder or similar 
device operating from hose pressure. 
Failing this, use a crowbar to make 
holes In the sod in a circle around the 
tree, well out under the branch tips. 
Make the holes a foot deep and 1H feet 
apart and fill them once a month with 
a fertilizer solution from March to July. 

An alternative Is foliar feeding — 
feeding the tree through its leaf pores 
— by spraying with a fertilizer solution. 
Alginure Liquid Seaweed and Liquid 


tomato plants of another variety 
nearby, as with certain fruit trees. 


When the pctlen is ripe and conditions 
are right, any slight mechanical move¬ 
ment of the plants wiH shake the pollen 
off the anther and an to the sticky 1 
stigma. In tomato greenhouses, where 
there is no wind, it is common practice _ 
to tap the plants lightly, thereby - 
shaking off the pollen. 

The failure of the blosecms to set * 
fruit, which Is called "dry set." is 
usually due to atmospheric or weather * 
conditions. For instance, it Is unlikely * 
that fruit will set when the temperature _ 
Is lower than 45 degrees, or In very dry. _ 
weather. Tomatoes will often abort - 
their blossoms, too, when the plants are - 
in a state at shock from a recent-- 
transplanting. - -

spray, sold under such trade names as’ m 
Blossom-Set, Tomato-Fix and Seed-Less-* „ 
Set. Some of these sprays are available^ .

HAMBURG. Germany <UPI) 
— The defection of a Soviet 
secret service officer has 
enabled western agents to crack 
a communist spy ring, a 
Hamburg newspaper reported 
Saturday. 

The paper, quoting reliable 
sources, said the defector iden¬ 
tified as Ruport SigI, 44, turned 
himself over to U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency agents In 
West Berlin last month. 
SECRET DATA 

The paper. Welt Am Sonnlag. 
said Sigl had a trunk full of 
notebooks and secret documents 
with him. 

It said his revelations led to 
the "discovery of more than 250 
KGB officers, agents, sub¬ 
agents and covering-up 
addresses in the east and west. 
So far, a total 25 arrests have 
been made.” 

"Among the chief agents in 
the United States, two have 
made full confessions,” the 
newspaper said. 

YEAR'S WORK 

The paper said intelligence 
sources believe it will take 
more than one year to evaluate 
Sigl's material fully. 

The newspaper report appar¬ 
ently was referring to a spy 
case announced by the West 
German federal prosecutor’s 
office April 21. 

A spokesman announced at 
that time the arrest of several 
alleged spies as a result of 
investigations in Berlin and 
elsewhere, based on a com- 
i munist defector's revelations.

Aired by BBC

LONDON (UPI) — The Brit-1 
ish Broadcasting Corp. Saturday! 
night aired a play dealing with 
Ihe relationship between Queen 
Victoria and her Scottish ser¬ 
vant John Brown. 

The play, written by William 
Douglas-Home, had the queen 
saying she loved the controver-j 
sial Scot, hated here son and 
heir who became King Edward 
VII, and always needed a man 
to dominate her as a woman. 

The broadcast did not suggest 
any sexual relationship between 
the monarch and her servant. 
But the Victoria-Brown relation¬ 
ship in Victoria’s era was a 
heated controversy which 
aroused much republican feeling 
and it is rarely publicized In 
Britain today. 


The broadcast was heard 
nationally on the BBCs Home 
program. 

The play Included episodes 
showing Victoria drinking 
scotch whiskey with Brown, 
crying on his shoulder, defying 
prime ministers who wanted 
Brown ousted from the palace, 
and threatening to write a book 
about her feelings tor the 
beloved servant. 

In history, Brown was a 
Highlander who served at the 
royal palace at Balmoral. After 
the death of Victoria's husband. 
Prince- Consort Albert, he be¬ 
came the queen’s closest com¬ 
panion, even carrying her up 
and down the stairs when she 
was unwell.

“I didn’t even know what 
hit me,” said Ross Mills, 22, 
of Austin, from his hospital 
bed Saturday. He suffered 
head cuts and a broken leg. "I 
went out immediately.” His 
party date, Mellisa Koenning, 
19, of San Antonio, also 
received a broken leg. 

The partying youths had 
asked the Austin city council 
to let them block off the 
street for the dance but were 
turned down.

Before the incident, police 
were called to the scene to 
check complaints from motor¬ 
ists who said they were 
heckled and harnessed when 
they tried to drive through the 
area. There were reports of 
beer bottles being thrown. 

Darley »aM Pars one’ oar 
slammed Into the crowd, 
paused then Hshtailed back¬ 
wards Into the crowd again. 
The car slammed into an Ice 
cream truck and stopped 
against a parked car. 

"I was still lying In the 
street when he came back,"

As hospital 
attendants tried to put the 
wounded Into ambulances, 
youths would plead, "There’s 
someone hurt worse over 
here.” 

One long-haired teen-ager 
with a minor head wound was 
taken out of an ambulance to 
make room tor another person 
mare seriously Injured. 

"I'm dying, man,” he pro¬ 
tested as he walked away, 
"I’ve been in Vietnam," 
said another long-haired youth 
treating an injured girl. "1 
know how to do this.”

Northwest are feeling the surge of ex¬ 
citement characteristic of all great 
sailing classics now that May 31 is in 
sight — the day of the Swiftsure and 
Juan de Fuca events. 

These are no Sunday outings in 
the sun for relaxation. The crews 
must be prepared for two days of har¬ 
rowing work, and winds up to half¬ 
gale force on the open sea. Beginning 
at 9:30 a.m. on Saturday, May 31, the 
skippers will be faced with unpredict¬ 
able tides through Race Rocks, and 
then the "beat” up the straits. 

Because of the many different 
classes of yachts — last year there 
were 137 entries — a complicated 


handicapping formula is used, so the 
first home is not necessarily the win¬ 
ner. 

For interested landlubbers, the 
start can be best seen along Dallas 
Road, and special bu^es from down- 


The time limit for the races Is 
50 hours. The Swiftsure distance is 
136.2 miles, the Juan de Fuca’s is 75.6 
miles. There are 11 trophies to be won 
and every finisher gets a plaque. 

Anyone familiar with yacht rac¬ 
ing knows of the complicated rules. 
A committee will sit on June 14 to 
hear protests. Boats may have to 
round the marks in the dead of night, 
shining a light on their sail numbers 
for identification. 

Last year’s winner was the 31- 
foot Mistral, owned by skipper John 
Baillargeon of Seattle, but three Ca¬ 
nadians were among the top five. 
Some are hoping that will be switch¬ 
ed around this time.

Doctor Surveys the Drug Scene 


Drug is a four-letter word which has cut a 
swathe between moralizing adults and the new 
generation. Today’s questing teenagers don’t ac¬ 
cept the old dogmas readily: They prefer to ex¬ 
periment, discuss and then decide for themselves. 
And unfortunately, in many cases the experiment¬ 
ing comes first. 

Thla is precisely what makes the Britiih Medina! Associa¬ 
tion booklet, aptly titled Pot Or Not, a moat suitable pre¬ 
scription. It has been written especially far young people by 
Dr. A. J. Wood, assistant medical officer of health for Bria- 
tol, who has avoided any suspicion of moralizing, exhorta¬ 
tion or admoninition.

Why people take drugs, the 
risks of addiction, treatment 
available, the chanoes at cure 
... all these subjects are 
presented for young people, 
particularly those still at 
school, to digest and then draw 
their own conclusions. 

Why do some young people 
deliberately seek out illegally 
obtain drugs, heedless of legal 
or physical consequences? Dr. 
Wood compassionately con¬ 
siders various reasons. 

To some, he suggests, it la 


the satisfaction at breakkig the 
law. Others do it trying to 
find freedom from their own 
limitations or as a gesture of 
freedom from social restric¬ 
tions. The tragedy is that the 
drugs they take may rob them 
at the very freedom they are 
seeking. 

★ * * 

There are the young people 
who have experienced the 
breaking up at their homes or 
family tragedies. “If. they 
cannot find in people the 


friendship and help they need, 
they may deckle to try drugs 
aa a substitute,” Dr. Wood 
says. 

Ha also includes a descrip¬ 
tion of the uses and potency 
of the more commonly used 
drugs such as pep pills (“one 
of its early uses was to 
produce greater endurance in 
the commandos in the Second 
World War”), pot (cannabis), 
LSD and “hard” drugs like 
heroin. 

Investigations have revealed 
that the use of pep pills can 
build up such tolerance that 
some people have taken as 
many as 150 of these polls 
during a weekend. 


It comes as a shock to learn 
the pep pills or purple hearts 
taken for such "fun" object* 
as staying “groovy” at par¬ 
ties, on laudable ones aa 
keeping awake to study for 
exams, can develop a para¬ 
noid psychosis, or “the hor¬ 
rors” In which the drug-taker 
interprets the actions of nor¬ 
mal people as threatening his 
safety. 

Of oannabis or marijuana. 
Dr. Wood believes that those 
who suffer the more serious 
effeats, tend to be the same 
sort of people who would 
probably become alcoholics if 
the opportunity arose.

Produce More to Get More

ment has served notice that it will be getting a good 
example to other employers in B.G. by demanding 
more productivity in return for higher wages. —-

Ridiculous, you say? Well, maybe, but no more ridiculous 
than the recent grumblings and muttering* within civil serv¬ 
ice ranks about the possibility of full-scale strike action if 
their demands for higher wages are not met.

Peterson made the proposal 
that wages should have a 
direct bearing on productivity 
in a speech last Wednesday to 
the Industrial Relations Man¬ 
agement Association of B.C. 

He suggested that a new 
type of contract, tied to 
overall productivity and work 
incentives, wop Id increase 
worker motivation, production 
and wages. 

★ ★ * 

Hie reception given to his 
proposal, however, by both 
labor and management was 
cool. Hie chief objections are 
that labor says it would mean 
piecework and that has been 
tried and found wanting; and 
management says k ta almost 
impossible to gauge produc¬ 
tivity, especially in non-manu¬ 
facturing jobs. 

First, what does Mr. Peter¬ 
son mean precisely when he 
talks of increased produc¬ 
tivity? 

He stressed in that Van¬ 
couver speech he was not 
referring solely to labor 
productivity but rather to the 
need to make the best use of 
all available resources to 
improve productivity, and 
thus our standard of living. 

"It has been said,” the 
labor minister told hit audi¬ 
ence, “that one factor which 
more than any other has 
made for higher productivity 


in the U.S. than in Canada k 
the attitude towards work.” 

Later Mr. Peteraon added? 
“The proper psychological at¬ 
titude towards productivity on 
the part of workers in general 
depends in large part, and 
quite rightly I believe, on 
what they expect to gain from 
Increased output. 

"In other wards, increases 
in productivity must, in part 
at least, be shared with the 
workers In the enterprise to 
the form of wages.'* 


The increase in B.C.’* gross 
provincial product between 
1963 and 1968 averaged 10.6 
per cent compared to 9.2 per 
cent for Canada as a whole. 
But Mr. Peteraon hastened to 
tell Ids audience that has 
proposed linking of wages and 
productivity should not result 
in “rampant’* increases be¬ 
cause this would only com¬ 
pound inflationary pressures 
in the eoeperty. 

In fact, die minister added, 
a study by the labor depart¬ 
ment of 200 collective agree¬ 
ments in the province indi¬ 
cates that basic wage rates 
here wBl increase by some¬ 
thing over 6.9 per cent in 1969. 

This figure would be close 
to the average increase for 
civil servants, although the 
government chose to use a 


figure of Just over 8 per cent 
which represents the increase 
in the total provincial payroll 
of $6,500,000 this year. 

Civil servants often seem to 
forget that while workers In 
similar occupations outside 
may get more money for the 
same job there are additional 
fringe benefits and job 
security factors in the govern¬ 
ment service. 

Real discontent does exist in 
many branches of the civil 
service, notably in the jails, 
mental hospitals and on the 
ferries, over this disparity in 
wages. 

* * * 

But what the dispute is all 
about, really, is that outtede 
unions are able to get bigger 
wage increases than the B.C. 
Government Employees’ As¬ 
sociation can get for the 
majority of civil servants. 

Under the present system of 
labor relations it is every man 
and every labor union for 
itself. Despite a lot of talk by 
Premier Bennett and others in 
government about guidelines, 
none has been established. 
B.C. has no provincial eco¬ 
nomic council to draft even 
voluntary guidelines. 

There is implicit in govern¬ 
ment policy, I auppoae. a 
desire to see the Mediation 


Commission come up with 
some kind of guidelines for 
the settlement of disputes 
which are referred to if. 

It k to this body, presum¬ 
ably, that the most intran¬ 
sigent civil servants such aa 
the ferry workers hope to get 
their case raftered. But tills 
method, with the accompany¬ 
ing overtones of compulsion, 
» bound to leave bad feelings. 

So far as I can see there is 
no strong backing for the 
unofficial strike threats 
among civil servants. But as 
long as the p r eoe n t dog-eat- 
dog system remdns in effect 
the discontent, both within 
and outside the government 
service, is bound to continue.

Mr. Peterson says the answer 
doesn't lie in compulsory 
restraint on price* and wages. 
However, to hoping that man¬ 
agement and unions will get 
together to find a solution he 
indicate* that tins might not 
happen until necessity dictates 
it. 

It’s a rather pessimistic 
outlook, but one that clearly 
states that the government 
has no alternative but to set a 
proper example in Ms salary 
negotiations with civil ser¬ 
vants.

seldom had to bear. 

“Perhaps the most difficult : 
part of recovery is to re¬ 
create an attitude of mind 
which enables the addict, or 
“junkie,'* to want to kick off 
his habit and live” Dr. Wood 
says. 

Nobody can afford to duck 
the responsibility, because 
when a dangerous habit robs 
a person of his freedom of 
action, or normal instincts for 
self-preservation, the com¬ 
munity has a problem, too. 

★ ★ * 

How do we figlit this thing? 
Realist ically Dr. Wood 
accepts that there will always 
be people ready to supply 
drugs. The only way out, 
therefore, is to eliminate the 
demand. 

"Hik can only happen" he 
says, "when the attitude of 
young people makes the mis¬ 
use of drugs so unfashionable 
that even those already par¬ 
tially dependent will have 
enough encouragement and 
determination to break free 
from the habit.”

Organizations are inanimate things, formed to pro¬ 
mote the aims of certain group* but necessarily con¬ 
trolled by a few of each group and their successor*. 
Obedience to the organization, which means obedience 
to those in charge, is necessary tor the organization to 
continue. Inasmuch as all organizations are man-made, 
whether they be religious or otherwise, it means that 
all men are serving and obeying other men—bowing 
down to their organization instead of worshipping God. 
Therefore every organization of this world, polWoal, 
financial and religious, great and small, must perish 
from the ean*th during these perilous times, as recorded 
In Zephartlah 3:8: "Therefore wait ye upon me, salth 
♦he Izrrd, until the day that I rise up to tile prev: lor 
my determination is to gather the nations, that T may 
assemble the kingdoms, to pour unon them mine Indip- 
nation. even all my fierce anger: for all the earth shall 
be devoured with the fire of my jealousy.” 

What then. Lord? "Then will I turn to the people 
a pure laneuaee, that thev mav all call uoon the name 
of the Lord, to serve him with one consent” (Zeph. 
3:8.9). 

In Isaiah 55:8,9. God has stated: “For my thoughts 
are not your thoughts, neither are your ways mv wav*. 
Raith the Lord. For as the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are mv wavs hieher than your ways and m.v 
thoughts than vour thoughts." When Christ takes con¬ 
trol His thoughts and His wavs and His rovemm"nt 
will be so far above those of man that truly an order 
of righteousness will be established by Him upon this 
earth.

It is when a May moon la 
blanching the soil that I have done 
most of my night transplanting and 
felt quite gay about It The frogs 
entertained me and the air had toat 
honeycomb sweetness which dear 
extracts from grass and earth. 
There is always a special HMp to 
doing something unusual, tor in 
these days moonlighters don’t work 
by moonlight. In other days even 
glow worms provided enough Qla¬ 
mination for digging and scything. 
In mountain villages I have seen 
women weaving by starlight.

If touring theatre companies 
were a superstitious lot 9 members 
of Bastion Theatre would have 
turned around at the beginning of 
their spring mainland tour , and 
headed right back to Victoria. 


Victoria actors spread Island culture through the Kootenays and the Okanagan, despite 
landslides, sickness, substitutions, and a host of country cousius . . . 
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The little company, packed Into one car and a 
rented truck, toured the Island in the fall, the 
mainland in the spring, and has just completed 
its season with a number of shows in the capital 
region. 

But the five frightened actresses and the 
driver of the car, actor BQJ Hois*, wouldn't have 
predicted such a full season, as they shivered on 
the Hope-Prince ton Highway waiting to be 
crushed by an avalanche. 

The car was stopped in a line of traffic that 
had just missed the slide. Snow was all' over the 
road. 

Margaret Martin remembered: "The snow 
kind of trickled down as we waited, and after 
awhile we started to sing ... hymns.” 

Gina Sinclair, a young aotress who has 
become a tour regular since her debut on the 
stage of the McPherson several seasons ago, 
said: “We sang all the hymns we could 
remember. 

"I think Rock of Ages was the most popular.** 

Margaret said: "We decided the hymn* 
sounded so good, we should be doing them on the 
tour.” 

Instead, the group was slated to play G. R. 
Shaw's Arms and the Man for high school 
students, and Marge Adettterg’s adaptation of Red 
Riding Hood for elementary schools.

Shriners also have three other unit* in the U.S. 
which treat exclusively the ravages of burned 
children." 

The colorful bands of the different Shrine 
units vary from the Oriental to the Scottish 
bagpipes and the drum and bugle corps. The 
Gizeh Band is a military band using brass and 
reed instruments. 

All the bands have distinctive, sometimes 
downright outlandish uniforms. The present day 
uniform of the Gizeh Band is a colorful creation 
resembling In part the uniform of the early 
French African colonial troops, with white 
gaiters, baggy pantaloons, decorated monkey 
jackets and topped with a bright scarlet fez, 
emblazoned with the name and crest of the band 
in g-dd. 


British Columbia's first Shrine temple wwi 
founded in 190C, in Victoria. The temple wa* 
called Gizeh. after one of the ancient pyramid* of 
Egypt. The Gizeh Band was formed in Victoria fa 
toe faH of 1920. In 1942, the Shrine temple 
headquarters was moved to Vancouver, but tha 
Gizeh Band continued to make Victoria its 
It still is.

On May 9 and 10 of this week, Victorians will 
have another opportunity to enjoy the light¬ 
hearted musical notes of these high-stepping 
Nobles as they lead their brother Shriners to their 
Dogwood Spring Pageant in the Victoria Merrvxral 
Arena. 

The Dogwood Spring Pageant is being 
presented by the Nobles of the Shrine of Gizeh 
Temple. The Gizeh Temple is the Shrine Temple 
In British Columbia and the Yukon. It is expected

Tom Mix had arranged to stage a rodeo show 
for the Shrine visitors. Some of the m>r* 
adventurous Gizehs laid aside their instrument* 
and strolled into the rodeo corral About thi* 
time, a yearling hull broke loose and, maddened 
by the swinging kilts and die bright red tunics at 
the Canadian Scottish Gizehs. it charged th* 
group who broke and fled for the fences That 
must have been quite a show in itself with th* 
finale of fluttering kilts draped over the corral 
rails and a snorting bull rampaging below. 

There is a unique feeling of fellowship among, 
the members of the Gizeh Band. Jim Mos.*•>{»' 
explained it: ‘In all the 49 years of the band'* 
existence, it has been one organization with 
abanhitriy no friction. Between marehimr and 
playing, we have more kidding, more leg-pulling, 
more fun than ynif can imagine. Not one of us ha* 
ever wanted to leave the band ” 

I’m sure tbat’s why No-ble George,Ford, of 
22G5 Lincoln Crescent, 72 years of pge. is stifi 
actively tootling his trombone in the band ha 
joined 46 yean ago. Down through his marching 
years. George has played the Gizeh drums, horn, 
trombone and the bass. George is short i* 
stature, but he's big in the Gizeh Band A very 
popular figure To illustrate what the band think* 
at George, he was elected band president in 1941 
and served as such for 10 consecutive years, the 
reason being that he was not allowed to resign at 
the annual elections. 

Geosge Ford has some grand memories and 
good stories to tell of the early days of the Gizeia 
Band, One of them concerns the pigskin cannibal. 

During the 1925 Imperial Council ceremony at 
I rm Angeles, the Gizeh Band was presented with 
a young Texas ooar. the mascot at a Shrine band 
from Texas. On leaving for home, the boar was 
loaded in a box car, together with the band 
instruments. Arriving at Seattle, where tha 
transfer was to be made to the Seattle boat, th* 
box car was opened. Inside was a wreck. The 
young boar had broken loose, run amok, smashing 
the instruments and chewing the pigskin 
instrument cases to fragments. I never did find 
out what the Gizehs did to the boar. But I'H beg 
he never ate another music case. 

1 "There wa* the time, too'/' grinned th* 
affable George, “when we were playing at th* 
Banff Springs Hotel overlooking the valley of th* 
Bow River, on the eastern slopes of the Rockies. 
It was a beautiful, calm, warm summer day. I 
remember well, we were playing the romanti* 
piece. Wedding of the Winds, on the balcony 
above the Bow River.

Money was scarce. When the band made its first 
public appearance in the 1921 May 24 Parade, the 
members mustered as a down band, the b>ys a* 
wearing home-made costumes. They’ve been 
clowning ever since. That figures, too. for high 
Jinks is the trade mark of al dinners’ conventions 
and parades. It was in 1M9 when that great 
comic star of many a zany silent mode of the 
30 k, bespectacled Harold Lloyd, was installed as 
Chief Potentate, that the horses of the m Hinted 
units in the parade afi wore big. h-*m-rimmed 
glasses. 

The GizeH Band became a string and wefl- 
kni t unit al>out 1923, when its fortunes began to 
brighten. The uniforms kept pace. There were 36 
bandsmen at that time. It seems that one the 
ILS. Shrine bands — the NMe Band, of .TeaMIe — 
decided to change uniforms so the Gizeh* were 
■Me to obtain 30 oriental "Haasar" marching 
suits. As a terrific contrast to their earlier plain, 
drab uniforms, the silver and gold trimming were 
a shot in the rump to the pdea9ed Gizehs. They 
came on strong. Never before, had the boys 
played so loud or so well. The only headache, or 
30 headaches came from the wight of the big, 
high, heavy hats which topped <rff the uniforms. 
“What a io'd.” groaned Tom Walker, the only 
■ring original member of the 1930 band. ‘Tn» 84 
years old now, but I can still feel the weight on 
tny forehead.” 

It was in 1923, that Bandmaster James M. 
MDer, was engaged as band leader. He was wefl 
qualified as he had been the conductor of the 
First Division Band overseas during the First 
World War His father was a band master be¬ 
fore him . Under well-loved Jimmy Miller, the 
Gizeh Band really came to Hfe. Jimmy remained 
bandleader until retkement In 1963. 40 succes¬ 
sive years. On Nov. 29, 1963, the boys of the 
Gizeh band honored Jimmy With a "Jimmy 
MiHer” Nieht. They banqueted him, dm* to his 
health, toasted and honored him, then they 
arrested him, dressed him as a prisoner, T*d him 
under police escort and gave him a ‘fair 1 trial 
before he proved he was qualified to play the new 
clarinet that was presented to him. Totfay,

be done Is done with the colored 
residents. 

I have found them on the whole 
quite as reasonable, cooperative and 
friendly as civil service and other 
bureaucracy in an aM white country 
such as Canada, and I think most 
people who visit the islands have the 
same experience. 

True one is occasionally annoyed 
by the leisurely pace of the islands, 
but to a Victorian, not himself used 
to too much rush and bustle it 
appears fairly natural and not 
always unpleasant.

One of the questions that is often ashed me after 
tnaking a journey to the Caribbean area is how it feels 
$o live in a country where “black is power.” 

I do not pose as an caithority on the Caribbean , 
or on its political ramifications , but I have visited a 
pumber of these so-called Banana Republics, most of 
them former British colonies and now loosely con - 
nected with the British Commonwealth. 


The answer then, as I see It, is 
that although the white residents of 
these islands are rarely more than 
five per cent, and often less than 
two per cent, and government and 
practically all government services 
■re operated by colored people, the 
Islands by and large are well 


organized, with the democratic 
principles — plus British justice — 
well ingrained into the population. 

It is true of course that during 
the tourist season the holidaymaker 
is in the midst of a great crowd of 
white co-vacationists, but for the 
most part the business that has to 


Those at the airports I have used 
have impressed with their smart 
spotlessly clean uniforms, their good 
public relations front, and an 
apparently sincere desire to get this 
usually tiring experience for the 
traveller as quick and as pleasant as 
possible. 

AH of them are colored as are 
the red cap men. the taxi drivers 
and hotel personnel. 

Barbados i s a fairly good 
example of a young independent 
country which though limited In size 
and industrial capacity is making a 
good show of its government. 

Although only a little more than 
25 miles long and 10 miles wide 
Barbados may perhaps claim to 
have one of the best and cheapest 
public transportation services in the 
new world. 

Publicly-owned they provide a 
frequent service on most routes and 
a journey at up to two miles may be 
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measures against minor pilfering 
are elective, and certainly among 
the staffs a high measure of honesty 
is demanded. 

Before I leave the matter of the 
Barbados Prflce Foroe, I should say 
they have another claim to fame. 
They are reputed to have the best 
steel band in the Caribbean. 

A couple of years they took their 
steel drum instruments — over 540 
pounds in weight — to Scotland for 
toe Edinburgh Festival where they 
were a huge success. 

Sfceef band instruments are made 
from the top halves of ofl drums. 
The lids are pressed out in such a 
way as to give a full musical scale 
— some bass, some alto, same 
soprano, etc. I have heard these 
hands piay anything from calypso to 
Wagner or Mozart. 

While on Barbados there is one 
place at which you should make a 
stoott stay, or at leaat visit. It is 
Sam Lard Castle, only two or three 
miles from the airport. 

Sam Lord, like Captain Morgan 
of Jamaica was a notable old 
scatliwag who amasaed a fortune by 
piracy in one form or other. 

The castle he built, al on slave 
labor, is on Barbados' Atlantic coast 
and its beach is protected by a king 
coral reef. It was Sam's little joke 
to provide lights to guide rfdps into 
his anchorage but when a lusekat* 
looking prize was expected Sam 
would change the position of his 
lights, and when the ship went 
aground he and his pirates would 
km the crew and loot the toip at 
their leisure. 

Now a luxury hotel operated by a 
rich American Sara Lord's castle 
belies Its gruesome past. Ita mag¬ 
nificent public rooms are adorned 
with paintii*?s from the old masters, 
such as Reynolds, Raeburn and 
Peter Lely,- and the crystal chan¬ 
deliers, lit at night by caadlea are 
things of beauty and a joy forever. 

On our most recent virit to toe 
Caribbean, the Islands we visited 
were in the Loeward and Windward 
groups. They were Antigua, Mont¬ 
serrat, Barbados and Grenada, with 
just a passing cal at St. Vincent. 

These are only a fraction of the 
hundreds Of small islands which in 
British. French, Dutch, United States 
or independent ownership are dotted 
throughout the eastern Caribbean. 

Most of them however have their 
own characteristics. Antigua suffers 
from a drought — only 20 Inches of 
rain In some parts — and hence a 
shortage of good water, but it has 


the greatest collection of beautiful 
beaches of any island. There are 
saSd to be more than 305 bathing 
beaches so that one might sample a 
different one every day of the year. 

Despite the lack of water and the 
almost desert like aspect of a large 
part of the island, Antigua is very 
much in with the “jet set”, possibly 
because It is one of the few smaller 
islands which can take the big jet 
liners. 

Near Nelson’s Dockyard an lie 
southern end of Antigua, is the Mil 
Reef CM) a coflecttan of mngnM- 
cent homes poised on promentaries 
above foe blue Caribbean and 
backed by a private golf course with 
a most elegant ditohouse attached. 

I was lucky enough to play an 
this course with Colonel John O'Neil 
of the U S. Marines who in his 
retirement is now manager of the 
Mrli Reef estate. 

I learned from him toat most of 
the members were Yale people, and 
most of them miXicsuures to boot. 
One rumor is that Antigua is to 
become the Caribbean home of Mrs. 
Jacqueline Onassis. 

But even the millionaires have to 
drink the water they collect from 
showers on their own house roofs. 

Some of the many new hotels 
being buit in Antigua — many with 
Canadian capita] and ownership — 
are beating the water problem by 
installing their own desalinators — 
machine* which distil fresh water 
from salt. Expensive at eaurae, but 
toon taxes are low. 

No one goes to Antigua without 
visiting Nelson's Dockyard at Eng¬ 
lish Harbor. Eidoeked between MB* 
in an inlet of toe Atlantic Ocean, 
English Hnrhor in the days of sail 
was the safest place In the 
Caribbean for anyone to hide and 
protect his fleet be K pirate, 
bucaneer or Spanish galleon. 

With great fortresses mounting 
heavy cannon on the hillside guard¬ 
ing each side of the entrance 
English Harbor was safe from 
invasion by water. 

The English also found that K 
was almost completely protected 
from the hurricanes Milch oecaalan- 
aly hit this part of toe world. 

Nelson was in Ms Admirals 
House in toe dockyard in the 
summer 1805 when he received 
word toe French fleet was at aea. 

He made ready for MM. and t 
was from little Antigua toat the 
might of the British navy left and 
eventually joined the French in 
battle at Trafalgar. 


made for 10 local pennies (about S 
eats our cash). Each bus has two 
conductors at busy periods in 
addition to the driver. Few people 
on the island, visitors or residents, 
one anything else to get into 
Bridgetown or other island com¬ 
munity.

In the apartment next to curs, an 
old English lady wakened during toe 
night to find a cat burglar in the 
room. She screamed, the man 
jumped out of toe window, and we 
rashed to sec what was wrong. 

We phoned the police. 

Within a couple of mfnutaa two 
police officers drove up In their 
patrol car; a copper an the beat 
arrived on his bicycle, and a few 
minutes later, kt hastily-donned 
clothes were two re p r e se nt atives rf 
the detective force. 

I found this pretty impress>ve. 
and although I left before learning 
the outcome of the business, there 
was little doubt the limbs of the law 
were right on top of the joh- 

Incidentally house-entering Is »«e 
o| the local problems for the 
constabulary an most islands. Be 
cause of this nearly everyone owns a 
dog Which is a loud-harking tovan- 
nine, and while tola may he 
annoying to persons trying to get to 
deep- it is nonetheless a good 
precaution against possible toss. In 
toe major resort hotels toe security 
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Nelson's four poster bed In (ha 
Dockyard's Admiral's House, now a 
public museum was the last one In 
which he slept on land, for he died! 
on Victory in toe hour of his 
greatest triumph against toe French 
fleet. 

Now Nelson's Dockyard is a 
great tourist centre. Its careenage 
where old men of war were warped 
over 90 that they might have their 
bottoms scraped is now the haunt of 
hundreds of magnificent sailing 
craft many of them on charter 
business. 


While I was there “Sark" from 
the Channel Island was advertising 
for a crewman to make “a leisurely 
cruise to Fart Lauderdale (Flor¬ 
ida)." 


Just a few miles from the last 
land home at the great Nelson is a 
small rocky Island caked Red inda. 
It is a dependency of Antigua, not 
that it does them much good 
because it ts uninhabited and 
precipitous, and the only time It 
could claim any significance was 
just after Peart Harbor and toa 
entry of the U.S. into the war 

Nelson's ghost must have turned 
at that time, because, German 
submarines at that time were taking 
advantage of the U.S. navy's deci¬ 
mation at Honolulu by sinking all 
and sundry in the Caribbean water. 
Little Redonda .was used by these 
submarines as a supply base and 
rendezvous. 

Antiguans have a penchant for 
rum drinking and love making, and 
to this must he added, a passi m foe 
foe Warn game. This is played on a 
woodea board with the island's 
warra nuts used as men. 

If is an exetetent game, calling 
tor concentration and mathematical 
calculation, and in toe capital city of 
91. Jahaa. men can be seen playing 
It on shaded sktewairs at ary time 
of the day. 

Strange nobody outside Antigua 
seems * to play the game. It Is 
eertainiy their national sport. 

Anyway, Antigua, largely because 
of its lack at rain, has a delightful 
holiday climate. The temperature at 
least during January and February 
hovers about toe 85 to SO degree 
mark, and the dryness of the air. in 
comparison to some of the humid 
islands makes It a wonderful place 
for older people suffering from 
rhe um atic or other muscular pains. 

I recommend It 
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Remember the man who prom- 
Ued **a chicken in every pot”? 
WeU that was a long time ago when 
chicken was synonymous with 
luxury. It certainly was not every- 
'day fare . . . it was just for high 
days and holidays and when the 
minister came to dinner. Today, 
chicken is one of the most econom¬ 
ical buys on the market. There is 
no particular season for chicken 
and often if you watch for specials 
you can really get a good “buy.” 
Chicken is cosmopolitan ... it can 
be found in every land and there 
are as many ways of cooking it as 
there are countries. There is 
Chicken Cicciatore, an Italian dish, 
Chicken Waikiki as cooked in 
Hawaii, Chinese Chicken Almond, 
Japanese Chicken Tori, Indian Cur¬ 
ried Chicken and French Chicken 
aux Champeaux, to name only a 
few. The difference is mostly a 
difference in seasoning.

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MUNGO’S STORY 


By T. W. PATERSON 

Many were the honor* bestowed 
upon this remarkable man during 
his career, but if the late Chief 
Mungo Martin had been asked, 
surely he would have replied that 
his greatest moment had been July 
19, 1958. 

On that day, the bespectacled Kwakiud 
carver from Fort Rupert, guardian of his people's 
vanishing heritage,* had been presented to Her 
Majesty, Queen Mother Elizabeth. It was the 
crowning event of a life winch had spanned two 
centuries and two civilizations; a life of 
achievement which will be valued for generations 
to come. 

Mungo's story began almost three-quarters 
of a century earlier, when the youngster had 
begun his apprenticeship in the secret art of 

carvit* at his father’s aide. A sacred art among 
(he Kwakiutls, totem carving was passed from 
father to son, like (he artisan* of medieval 
Europe. 

As part of his htrodnotiaa to the legendary 
craft, the child had experienced the ritual of 
having had four eyebrows plucked and woven into 
a tiny paintbrush to "endow him with artistic 
gifts,” and being placed Into a wooden boot drum 
winch was then beaten to “imbue Mm with 
musical skills.” The mystical ceremony must 
have had some effect, aa, by the time at Mungo's 
death, in 1162. he had atagtohandedly rescued the 
Pacific Northwest’s moat distinctive native art 
from oblivion and made himself internationally 
recognized. 

When his yoiatg friends had played Mungo 
bad writtled by himaelf, or listened to the old 
men of the village tell of days and ways long gone. 
Later, Mungo began memorizing the legends and 
songs. When his Gather died, his mother 
remarried. Teen-aged Mungo then apprenticed 
with his stepfather, noted career Charlie James. 

But, as with most artists of aM races, Mungo 
had known frustrating years. During this period, 
like most of his tribe, be had earned a livelihood 
by fishing, able to carve only in spare time. By 
the 1920s, American vacationers were paying as 
much as (300 each tar his beautiful creations. 

He had gained sari) stature by 1947 that the 
University of B.C. asked him to take charge of a 
totem pole restoration program. Five years later, 
the provincial government having embarked on a 
program to "help perpetuate carving totems,” 
Mungo was named provincial chief carver far the 
museum. During the next W years he worked 
(BHgently at Ms almoattorgotten craft.in an open 
shed In Thunderbird Park, at the busy 
intersection of Douglas and Betievflle Streets. In 
that time, thousands of tourists and residents had 
Watched in admiration as the mac tdnawed carver 
with Ms strange looking tools had created story 
and song in rough cedar logs, 

This productive decade had almost aded os* 
an unpleasant note in 1956, when, applying for a 
suite of rooms far his family. Mungo had been 
rejected because he was Indian. When news¬ 
papers reported the snub, he had been beseiged 
with offers. Instead sf returning to Alert Bay, he 
remained at his woric in Thunderbird Park. 

Actually, these had been lonely years for 
Mungo, far from home and family. During the 
potlatch which cele br ated eompletion of Kwakiut! 
House in Thunderbird Park, in 1953. Mungo told 
the gathered chieftains: 

“Now Nricnenes, now we are finished. That Is 
the way I wanted you to oomc. Thank you. Thank 
you, chiefs. You have put strength Into me, far I 
was very weak aM by myself away from home. I 
almost cry sometimes when there is nobody to 
help me. 

"And you have come to help, you with your 
famous names, you chiefs. You have strengthened 
me. Your fame wiM wire ad because yon are' here. 
You have strength far you know everything. You 
too have been left to take up the duties which have 
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Ten Times a Chief 


been passed on to you. So you will help me to 
finish what I want to do." 

In 1956 Mungo began his best known creation, 
tiie "world’s taMest totem.” Carved from a 250- 
year-rid cedar, It was financed through public 
subscription, shares selling (or 50 cents each; the 
first went to Mungo. Six months’ exhausting labor 
went into the 127-toot totem, Mungo being 
assisted by his son, David, and grandson, Henry 
Hunt. It was Mungo’s fervent desire that David 
and Henry study under ’him and continue his 
work. 

Today the impressive monument is among 
Beacon Hill Park’s most popular attractions. A 
small bronze plaque set in a granite block at its 
base reads: "Symbolic of a proud race; memento 
of the nation's infancy; monument to a rare 
native art; proof of a united community interest; 
and the purest form of Cbnadtana.” 

Mungo's most thrilling moment came two 
years later, when the totem he had carved for 
B.C.'s centennial was to be presented to Queen 
Elizabeth at Windsor. England. Mungo was asked 
to dedicate the pole according to custom, then 
meet his so v er ei g n . A Victoria motel owner and 
his wife, Mr. and Mrs. J. G. Nordal, donated 
(1,000 to pay expenses, and the 79-year-rid carver

and his grand-daughter, Mrs. Helen Hunt, flew ■ 
England. 

At Windsor, wearing his crimson and whits 
ceremonial robes, Mungo dedicated the totem 
before a rapt audience of thousands. Then he was 
presented to the Queen Mother, representing beg 
daughter who had been confined to bed with a 
sinus infection. Her Majesty was "very din* 
appointed," said the Queen Mother, at m is s i ng 
the unique occasion, but "moat grateful" to B.C. 
for the beautiful totem. 

Before returning to Victoria, Mungo enjoyed a 
brief tour of the country, including a visit to the 
Oxford University Museum, which contains many 
relics of B.C. Indians collected by Cap* Cook. 
Upon his return he was welcomed by hundreds, 
including Mayor Scurrah. in an open-air cere¬ 
mony held in Beacon HU] Park, home of his tallest 
totem. 

'The world to me from toe air looked like a 
long sand bar with lots of clams!” be exclaimed 
when questioned about his trip. 

A month later, It wes announced Munpi 
would represent toe province in Quebec at a 
national handicraft show. But September, 1959, 
brought tragedy. David, a commercial fisherman 
when not carving with Ms father, was lost at sea. 
He had but recenffy decided to frAow In Mungo’s 
footsteps. 

Two months later, Victorians learned the fufi 
extent of the old chieftain’s tragedy. In a higMy 
emotional rite in the tribal house he had buBt, 
Kwakiutl House, Mungo gave all his cherished 
ceremonial garments and masks to former 
Education Minister Leslie Peterson, accepting on 
behalf of the province. 

“Today I am in darkness,” said Mungo In A 
choked voice. "I cannot carry on. AM my Me I 
have worked so we would be known by foa 
different nations. I carried on done, when the 
different tribes bad stopped (preserving tha 
traditions) because I wanted tojirov* my love to 
my non.” 

With David's death, tradition demanded tha 
treasure at masks and relics be burned, thereby 
transporting them to the "after life.” Mungo 
honored his people's tradition. But he had 
dedicated Ms Hfe to the preservation of their 
culture. > 

Tearfully, he continued: "My wife and Z 
thought night after night If it was right or wrong 
to give these away. With them we could not 
f orget our son. Now he is gone. Now I am alooe. I 
don’t want to see these masks any more.” 

Mr. Peterson softly replied that the collection 
would be a "permanent memorial to you. Chief 
Mungo Martin, and to your son." 

On May 28, 1960, a 12-loot totem bearing the 
family crests was erected beside a stone 
monument In Courtenay. Mungo had carved It In 
memory of David. 

The following year. Mungo was invited to 
carve a “symbolic" pole In Times Square "under 
the eyes of curious New Yorkers.” by the Century 
21 World’s Fair management of Seattle. Hie offer 
included payment of aR expenses, and Mungo 
joked with reporters: “Yes. I’d like to go. but 
once I get down to New York. I may never come 
back.” 

But Mungo’s health caused negotiations to faff 
through. In the summer of 1962 he entered 
hospital for the last time. At seven o'clock in the 
morning of Aug. 6. the weary chief passed away 
in his sleep. He was 83. 

In a yeHow cedar coffin, carved by his 
grandson Henry, Mungo lay in state In Kwaktoti 
House. The casket, bearing emblems of the 
thunderbird and grizzly bear, and surrounded by 
examples of his act, was open to allow relatives 
to clasp Ms hand fn farewell A tape recording of 
his voice, backed by a chorus singing a traditional 
mourning song, was played throughout the 
ceremony. 

Among the many attending from several 
provinces and states was anthropologist Frederica 
de Laguna of Bryn Mawr College, who gave 8 
farewell speech and prayer. "Perhaps no 
Canadian Indian did more than Chief Martin to 
•©cure recognition and honor for the culture of hi*

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people, and to helped to win for the Indian equal 
rights under Canadian laws," said de Laguna. 

The Royal Canadian Navy paid unique tribute 
to the famous chief. Navy pallbearers carried his 
heautiful cedar coffin to the destroyer escort, 
HMCS Ottawa, where they were met by a guard 
of honor and piped aboard. Mungo’s coffin, 
covered with flowers, was placed on the 
quarterdeck and guarded by four aentries with 
fixed bayonets for the voyage to Alert Bay. 

Wien Ottawa steamed slowly from Esquimau 
Harbor into an evening mist in Juan de Fuca 
Strait, every ensign was dipped in salute to a 
great native Canadian. 

Mungo’s widow, Abaya. later read his last 
wishes to the press. She said he had changed his 
mind about being buried at his birthplace, Fort 
Rupert, choosing Alert Bay instead, that his 
relatives might find it easier to visit. He also 
asked (hat his proteges, Henry and his son, Tony 
Hunt, be permitted by the provincial government 
to continue his work. 

Eighty-four-year-old Abaya (Sarah Constance) 
soon joined her husband in death. Noted for her 
weaving of rare Chilcat blankets, one of her 
masterpieces had been presented to Queen 
Elizabeth at her coronation in 1953. Another is in 
Hie provincial museum. 

Mungo was posthumously accorded yet 
another honor, the Canada Council Medal. This 
honor is granted “persons in Canada for 
outstanding accomplishments in the arts, human¬ 
ities or social sciences.” The second Canadian to 
receive this coveted award posthumously, Mungo 
wax the first Indian to be So distinguished, the 
council citing his “contribution to Canada’s 
artistic, cultural and Intellectual life.” The 
counoil also noted Mungo's work In the 
“recordings <rt songs, ceremonies and other 
Kwakhitt culture.” 

Unable to read or write in English, Mungo 
had drawn upon Ms prodigious memory to record 
on tape the songs and ceremonial chants of his 
people; he left future generations flawlessly 
executed ritual masks, carved dishes, paintings, 
and eopperwork. In addition to his famous royal 
and world’s tallest totems. Today his 37-foot pole 
commemorating Mexican independence and unity 
stands in Mexico City, a symbol of goodwill 
between our nations. Another 60-fort totem stands 
in the national headquarters of the Boy Scouts 
Association in Ottawa. The same year, he carved 
a totem for the Royal Canadian Navy. 

Further examples of Mungo's work can be 
neen in Peace Park at Blaine, Washington; in the 
Vancouver -Maritime Museum; in Stanley Park; 
and In UBC'a Totem Pole Park. 

Upon his death, the B.C. Indian Arts and 
Welfare Society and a committee of Victoria 
citizens Inaugurated a Mungo Martin Memorial 
Fund with a goal of $5,500 to initiate a scholarship 
fund for promising Indian students, finance a 
memorial plaque to be erected in Thunderbird 
Park, and produce a “booklet on the life and 
achievements of the great Kwakintl chief, the 
proceeds to go to the sch darship fund." 

American anthropologist, Dr. Ema Gunther, 
■aid of Mungo: “He is one of the great men of 
the century as far as the Indian is concerned. He 
made a tremendous effort to keep the fine things 
fai his culture going. I am pleased to see the 
establishment of the Mungo Martin Memorial 
Fund, particularly for what it wHl do to help 
young Indians of promise.” 

His had been an awesome burden. More than 
any other person he had saved his people's 
culture and traditions from certain oblivion. As 
he had once saad: “Nobody knows now. Only me.’* 

But of all the international and impressive 
honors accorded this amazing man, perhaps that 
which Mungo Martin most appreciated was 
bestowed upon him by his own neople. It was the 
title; "Naka penkum.” 

It means “Ten Times a Chief.”

But there are still the spring 
flowers, my favorites of the year.

The secret 
I* in pricking the bottom of the stem 
and the stem Itself to keep the 
flowers from drooping. Violets need 
to be in cold water for two hour* 
after you pick them and then in a 


container filled with ice water. If 
you have it. Narcissi require no 
special conditioning, but should be 
kept in not more than an inch of 
water. 

Hycinth and Iris both like oil of 
peppermint: the latter three drops 
to a quart of water. Hyacinths can 
take five drops to a pint and the 
water should be very cold. It hellps 
to squeeze out the 'milk' from their 
cut ends first. 

Tulips do best when rolled in wet 
newspaper to keep their stents 
straight and then put in cold water 
up to their chins. Some gardeners 


swear by aspirin as a conditioner for 
all cut flowers, but I never use it at 
all. My ‘piHs’ are more old-fashioned 
u and simpler. I am very careful bow 
I cut the flowers to begin with and I 
condition them only overnight. They 
last five times longer than if snipped 
carelessly and arranged in a con¬ 
tainer at once. But in the garden 
they last more than five times 
longer yet — and how I hate to cut a 
flower at aM. 

What taveiier way to spend a 
May evening than walking in the 
garden. Even this year, after the 
hard winter, the spring flowers arc

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Canadians can name more presU 
dents of the United States than 
prime ministers of Canada. They 
know Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 
Wilfrid Courier and Mackenzie 
King, and that's about it, with the 
possible exception of Lester Pear¬ 
son. I know this to be a fact from 
listening to various radio quiz pro¬ 
grams. 1 am astonished at how few 
prime ministers Canadians can 
name. 

Here are the Prime Minister* of Canada:—. 
Sir John A. Macdonald (1867-73 and 1878-1891); 
Alexander Mackenzie (1873-78); Sir John Abbott 
(1891-92); Sdr John Thompson (1893-1894); Sir 
Mackenzie Bowel! (1894-96); Sir Charles Tupper 
two months in (1896); Sir Wilfred Laarier (1896- 
1911) ; Sir Robert Borden (1911-1920); Arthur 
Meighen (1920-21) and three months in 1926); Mac¬ 
kenzie King (1921-30. with the exception of the 
three months Meighen was in office, and again 
1935-48); Louis St. Laurent, (1948-57); Jc*m 
Diefenbaker (1957-63) - r Lester Pearson (1963-68); 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau (1968-.) 

Macdonald came to Victoria, and so did 
Laurier, and most of the Prime Ministers cf 
recent yearn. Mackenzie King was here with King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth in 1939. Their 
visits were more or less quiet, because on those 
days the Prime Ministers of Canada did not look 
upon themselves as heads of the Canadian sta te. 
The bead of the Canadian state was — and stffl is 
— the British monarch. I am always surprised 
when I hear Canadian* refining to admit that 
Canada is a monarchy.' Even those who are loyal 
to the monarchy cannot b cti ev e this oountxy could 
possibly be a monarchy, but it is. However, these 
days there is a tendency on the part of people to 
refer to the prime minister of Canada as head of 
state. He is not; he does not rank in protocol with 
the president of tte United States. The governor- 
general does. 

Sir Mackenzie BoweU's name is little known 
in Canada today. I don’t suppose one Canadian in 
10 could properly identify him. 

He came to Victoria several rimes, the first 
in 1882, when he was a cabinet minister under 
Macdonald. 

Trie OoiMiat noted: “The steamer Sir June* 
Douglas came from New Westminster bearing a 
distinguished party, compri s ing Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell, Minister of Customs, and the Misses 
Bowed, Hon. George E. Foster, Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, Joseph Royal, M.P. Rev. 
Joseph McLeod of Fredericktoa, NS., William P. 
Anderson, chief engineer of the marine and 
fisheries department, Mr. J. I JeaUas, private 
secretary to Hon. Mr. Foster. 

"Mr. J. A. R. Horner accompanied rise party 
from the Royal City on the banks of the Fraser." 

TJie party Ukriy walked from die Inner 
Harbor dock through Bastioa Square; in any 
event they took suites at Victoria'* best hotel, the 
Driasd, at the southeast earner *f Broad and 
View. 

Soon Victoria's most important citizens were 
calling on the cabinet ministers — Noah 
Shakespeare. MP, E. Crew Baker, MP, "and 
other representative gentlemen." 

The Oolmiat: "The ministers speak with 
rapturous delight of the overland trip and predict 
a great future for the whole of the western 
country.” 

The CPR was not through then, so the party 
must have traveled across the United States. 

There was no partying for the visitors. That 
evening they all went to a temperance meeting. 
Hon. Mr. Foster waa the main speaker. 

Let The Colonist tell the fascinating story:— 

“The Methodist Church was thronged with a 
vast and intelligent audience which listened with 
rapt attention to die Hon. George E. Foster, the 
ardent, devoted and fearless young temperance 
advocate, whose name is a ho u sehold word in the 
ranks of the temperance workers throughout the 
Dominion. 

"Besides the lecturer of the evening there 
were seated on the platform, Reva. W. W. 
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Percival, Dr. McLeod. Walter Harass, Donald 
Fraser, Mr. Pollard and Mr. N. Shakespeare. MP. 

"Hon Mackenzie Bowel], and the Misses 
Bowell, and Mr. Joseph Royal, MP, were noted 
amongst the audience. 

"Mr Foster directed his lecture to cheering 
and enoouraglng the workers in temperance, and 
it wo* one of hi* most happy efforts. 

"It was logical and eloquent, and must have 
carried conviction to the heart of every listener. 

"At toe conclusion of the lecture toe loud 
applause denoted the satisfaction at the audience, 
which seemed to hang, from toe beginning to the 
end. upon this brilliant orator’s burning words." 

The Colonist absolutedy raved about Mr.

Foster: "... he proved htmsef one of the most 
chaste and powerful speakers in the Dominion. 

"Nature ha* gifted Hot. Mr. Foster with all 
toe arts that please in an orator. From an 
intellectual point of view alone a lecture from 
him is always a great treat. His convincing 
eloquence has been toe means of furthering in a 
remarkable degree the cause of temperance 
throughout eastern Canada, sod more especially 
in New Brunswick. 

"Mr. Foster's life is a lesson to aH young 
pmen, teaching them to what heights they may 
attain in our fair and free Dominion, through 
'industry and sobriety." 

The paper noted toe distinguished visitors

retired early, as they had to be up on the morrow 
to mil at 7 am. far New Westminster. I have no 
record to prove it, but I would say members of 
this party did NOT have a nightcap in the 
Driard’* elegant bar, said to be as good as the 
bar an the Palace Hotel itself in San Francisco. 

Before the temperance meeting, however. 
Messrs. Bowell and Footer went to Esquimau and 
visited HMS Triumph. I would not think there 
was any splicing of the main brace that day, not 
when Bowel and Foster were aboard. 

There wa* some criticism on the part of the 
public that the minister had ignored the needs of 
Victoria, and so Tbs Osteaisf gave an explana¬ 
tion: "Hon. Mr. BoweH’s trip was more for the 
benefit of his health than for business reasons. 

“He has been giving very close attention to 
hi* own and other departmental duties, and a 
short recreation had become necessary.” 

In September of 1893 Bowell was Minister of 
Trade and Cotranecre in the government of 
Prime Minister Sir John Thompson, and came to 
Victoria to sail for Australia. Members of the 
Board of Trade called on him to ask him to get 
for British Columbia all toe business he could 
when he was "down under." 

In the Board's delegation were the leading 
businessmen of their day — A. C. Flumerfelt, 
toe president, Lieutenant-Governor Edgar Dewd- 
ney, Provincial Secretary James Baker, Thomas 
Earle, MP, E. G. Prior, MP. T. B. Hall. R. P. 
Rittet, C. E. Renouf, A. B. Gray, W. H. EHis, 
Sen. W. J Macdonald, H. F. Heisterman, E. Crow 
Baker, Beaumont Boggs, D. R. Ker, W. J. 
Pendray, A. L. Belyea, Walter Morris, J. 
Oearfhue. 

F. C. Davidge, Joshua Davies, H. E. Connor, 
Jacob Sehfl, F. C. Cotton, Cap*. John Irving, J. H. 
Falconer, R. H. HaH, Robert Erskine, J. BL 


Alexander, A. J. McLeHan, Henry Lawson, Qua 
Letter, Simon Leiser, James Mitcbett, P. T, 
Parian, W. J. Taylor, William Tempieman, B. 
Van Voflcenburg. 

Bowell returned from Australia in the liner 
Aran* In December of 1893 "and immediately 
after disembarking drove by carriage to see hi* 
old colleague, Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney at 
Cary Castle." 

It was duly reported that "Mr. Bowell’* 
stateroom was weU stocked with mementoes of 
the long Pacific Ocean voyage, and a variety of 
curio* presented to him at the different pttaoes ha 
visited.” 

Zn an interview with the press he said: *T met 
many Canadians in my travels, and found them 
worthy representatives of their great country, but 
I will now only refer to two. These gentlemen are 
A. W. Robertson and John Waggoner. 

"The first, when a young man, drove logs on 
the Ottawa River; the other was in hombl* 
employment near Prescott. 

"Today they are multi-millionaires, and their 
houses, which, by invitation, I visited, are simply 
palaces. 

"Royalty itself could not dwell amidst greater 
splendor. 

"They went to Australia the fortunate time 
when the gold excitement first commenced. 

"Fdlk like they are known in Australia as 
'squatters' which, I can assure you, is anything 
but a term of contempt there, as toe word 
conveys an idea toe antipodes of that associated 
with it in Canada.” 

Mr. Bowell brought back a complaint: “When 
I was in Honolulu I was told of a shipment of salt 
salmon from British Columbia, sent there lately, 
in which, at the ends of each barrel there wore 
prime fish, and in the centre what was described 
to me as trash. 

**nve consequence was that toe firm to whom 
toe shipment was consigned rejected the whole 
lot, and threw it on toe market to bring what it 
ooukl” 

Hon. Mr. Bowel unburdened himself, in a 
very polite way, of a lecture: “Such an 
occurrence, of course, must have a bad effect on 
the reputation of the shippers of British 
Columbia. 

"I would like to repeat here just what I told 
toe fruit growers of Australia — that they must 
send out their best stuff, and not the cuTls. 

“That is what toe sahnon shippers on this 
coast must do to win and keep trade in the new 
markets of the Pacific Ocean's expanding 
countries." 

In 1895, as Prime Minister, Bowel! onoe mare 
visited Victoria, but again, there was very little 
fuss. He had been on a vacation cruise along the 
coast, with his son, John Bowell. then living in 
Vancouver. 

The party was aboard the government vessel 
Quadra, whieh dropped anchor In Oak Bay, toe 
party being rowed ashore. They went to the 
Mount Baker Hotel on the waterfront, opposite to 
where the marina is today. 

The Colonist said: "The Prime Minister wa* 
■oon called upon at Oak Bay by Senator William 
Macdonald and Messrs. Earle and Prior, MP* for 
Victoria, and Mr, D. R. Ker, president of too 
Board of Trade." 

Now we come to 1899, and Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell came again to Victoria. 

The Colonist said: 

"Victoria has been favored during the las* 18 
day* with more than the usual number of 
distinguished visitors, not the least of whom is Sir 
Mackenzie B well, who is registered at the 
Driard. 

‘The veteran Conservative politician, ex- 
Premier of the Dominion, and now the opposition 
majority leader in the Senate, looks quite hale 
and hearty. This fact was noted by all those who 
saw him landing from the Islander. 

"One seeing him walk briskly up the street 
would hardly take him for a man 76 years of age. 

“He does not look a day older than when in 
Victoria as Prime Minister a few years back. Hi* 
daughter, Mrs. McCarthy accompanies him. 

"Sir Mackenzie Bowell is one of the 'grand 
old men’ of Canada, one of those who made the 
Dominion what it is today. 

“Sir Mackenzie has bent all his energies to 
the upbuilding of this great and independent 
country, which, in the next 50 years will become 
the equal, in population, prestige, influence in toe 
world, and in standard of living of our good 
neighbor, the United States of America, which, 
much’as we may admire her, we do not wish to 
Join In political union." 

English-born Bowell seems to have had a rort 
of love affair with Victoria. 

He was here in 1901 on his return from a trip 
to the Yukon, and again in 1916. He died ia 
Ontario in 1917 at the age of 94. 
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The display of petroglyphs on the beach almost 
midway between the Indian villages of Oo-oose 
and Whyac on the west coast of Vancouver Island 
has always intrigued me. It covers, possibly, an 
area the size of a large dwelling house. Being 
dose to the beach they are subject to the fury of 
winter gales, high tides, driven salt spray, 
occasional logs and flying debris tossed tR> by the 
ever restless Pacific Ocean. 

Today many of the petroglyphs here which 
were originally, no doubt, incised to a depth of 14 
of an inch in the sandstone rock see barely 
legible. Authorites state that within a mere 50 
years, more or less, time and tide will obliterate 
ad trace of these carvings. 

To restore and preserve these carvings lor 
posterity would be a difficult and costly task. This 
particular beach is known to the Indians <f the 
Nibnat Band as "The'Place Where the Hocks are 
FuH of Holes." MUHons of holes. There’* a rather 
large, two-storey, deserted residence nearby. 

Petroglyphs so far discovered indicate these 
early peoples and their artist* freq u en te d the 
inside passage sea lanes to a great exteat, hut on 
occasion they travelled inland, known exceptions 
are Sproat Lake (camp ground). Great Centra! 
Lake, Nit mat Lake, and there aja otters. It is 
certain these venturesome nomads explored 
Vancouver Island, possibly king before the 
explorers Cap*. Cook, Capt. George Vancouver, 
the .Spaniards, Russians or Americans. 

On the beach at low tide you can count upon 
finding plenty of sea life stranded In pools of sea 
water, as well as flotsam and jetsam of every 
description. 

Some of these beach pools of water are larger 
than bathtub size and‘on a hot day it is fun to 
atrip off one's clothes and have a dip, provided 
one does not mind sharing a bath with a few baby 
crabs, or such! 

The sandy beaches and done* support a 
profusion at wild flowers in season, here and 
there you may find clumps of flowering Indian 
paint brush a vivid pink and orange in color: just 
at the high tide mark masses of flowering peas 
take over covering driftwood and sandy beaches, 
in favored spots. 

At Carman ah you may be lucky enough to see 
the sea liana basking on a rocky island offshore. 
Overhead glaucous-winged gulls wheel and 
scream in search of food, their appetites seem to 
be insatiable. Beachcombers are oftentimes 
rewarded by finding Japanese fishing floats which 
vary in size from two inches In diameter to the 
more prized ones measuring more than one foot 
In diameter. 

I believe that mast people prefer to visit the 
west ooest late In July or In August wHeh Is my 
preference. During the warmer rwnths at the. 
year, of course, fog drifts In during the morning 
hours, but usually about noon the fog burns off 
and (he sun shines In af! Its brlTItence— colored 
glasses come in bandy. With the lifting at the fog 


PETROGLYPHS 


By W1LMER H. GOLD 


While the great majority of 
petroglyphs (drawing incised on 
rock) discovered are located on 
the eastern shoreline of Vancouver 
Island, a few are to be found on the 
west coast in the vicinity of Sooke, 
near Tofino and midway between 
the Indian villages of Clo-oose and 
Whyac — the former mentioned 
village being abandoned sometime 
during 1968. Petroglyphs are also 
to be found on the rock face of a 
cliff on Nitinat Lake a mile or more 
inland from the mouth of ISitinat 
Bar , and farther north at Tofino. 


Petroglyphs are not uncommon on the Gulf 
Islands and on the mainland, extending from 
Alaska as far south as California. In fact many 
hundreds have been photographed and catalogued: 
Victoria's provincial museum at one time 
displayed huge casts made from Vancouver 
Island petroglyphs — ifae handiwork of prehistoric 
peoples who inhabited the Pacific coastal area 
prior to toe existing Indian race, according to 
anthropologists. 

There’s a great variation to) style and art work 
as evidenced by various rock carvings suggesting 
they are the work of many artists belonging to a 
wild nomadic race (or races) which roved the 
Pacific coast in dugout canoes or rafts. 

Authorities believe that petroglyphs, picto- 
graphs (painted pictures), seated human-figure 
bowls (often described as ceremonial idols) and 
related art work developed and continued over a 
period of several thousands of yeara, reaching a 
climax previous to or about earliest historic 
times. 

Boulders were sometimes riiosen as • 
background by these ancient artists, who aided by 
sharp stone implements no doubt spent endless 
hours incising all manner of fantastic figures. 

These represented animals, fishes, crab*, 
human faces and human figures, crudely 
pictured. But the moat outstanding display* of 
petroglyphs are to be found an sandstone 
outcroppings which appealed to (he early nomadi* 
artists; they required space to display (heir 
handiwork and toe soft rock was more easily 
worked, than granite or conglomerate. 


the Carmanah lighthouse (several miles east of 
Clo-oose) turns of! the wailing foghorn. The buoy* 
offshore marking the treacherous reefs never 
cease their intermittent warning. 

The combination of an aD-encompassing sky 
above the vast shimmering expanse of sea im 
indeed, “a tiang of beauty," a bit over pwering 
to say the least. One is aware of him 
insignificance in the scheme of the Universe, it 
gets things into proper perspective. To seaward 
fish boats and packers ply back and forth. On the 
Skyline, mill’s distant, freighters trailing black 
smoke. 

Passenger vessels outward or inward bund 
to or from such far away places as the Orient, 
Australia or N**w Zealand, appear like "painted 
ships upon a painted ocean." 

You are right, so much of the west coast I* 
unimproved, as yet unspoiled by modem 
cdvDizathn. Here is a land of unsurpassed scenic 
beauty, with rugged cliffs, rocky headlands, with 
sandy beaches thrown tn for good measure, 
known to eariy mariners as the Graveyard of the 
Pacific. There are the golden sunsets reflected 
across the vast expanse of sea reminding one of 
the woe* of the Great Architect of the Universe. 

To seaward an osprey (fish hawk) rides the 
air currents in wideifing circles in search til 
unwary fish. 

WhaM was once toe West Coast lifesaving 
Trafl extending from Bamfleld to Port Renfrew Im 
nom abandoned by the government, except the 
n o rt h er n seetten fnm Bamfleld to Pacbena Point. 
But every yrw there are intrepid hikers to be 
encounter'd who have turvived the long hike 
despite washed out bridge s , slides and a dense 
gro w th of salad boshes, towering overhead, which 
have in places completely overgrown the traS. 

As mentioned the petroglyphs located midway 
bt te net s CS«-n»*ee and Whyac on the beach, Just 
below a large abandoned two-story house are 
adjacent to toe West Ooest lifesaving Trail. Here 
from year to year the trail has been cleared of 
brush and is passable, but what remains of 
sections of hoard walks one must follow are in 
poor repair. On this particular part of the trafi 
you might meet a troop at Boy Scouts on their 
way from or to Bamfleld, or several families of 
American t>»iri«ts, hiking too, having left their 
palatial pleasure yachts anchored at Brown 1 * 
Bay, Nitinat Lake. 

First thing the Americans will tell you fa fh* 
State of Wadiington (and other States) ar* 
overcrowded; w v are looking for firing space — 
somewhere on a lake or the sea!” 

In common with many others I believe thsi 
the beach area between Bamfleld and Port 
Renfrew, excluding Indian Reserves shoutd be

A number of anthropologists have sketchily de¬ 
scribed the potlatch in documentary fashion , but in 
the minds of the general public the event retains 
the graceless connotation of an orgiastic feast ac¬ 
companied by rich gifts which bankrupted a house¬ 
hold in order to enrich the status of the host. 


ity of relationship. This was ttie 
time when co-existence exemplified 
itself beyond the mere desire to be 
tolerant, to live and let Mve. 

"This was the time 'to share your 
good fortune, wealth and affluence 
with your fellow man be It your 
worldly belongings, your food or 
your goodwill. This was the tone 
when tribes of different dynasties 
were drawn together in one common 
bond — fellowship.” 

Note the repetitious use of the 
phrase "This was the time .. 
Clutesi employs this effective Utun- 


This grossly unfair view has 
persisted because all purportedly 
Accurate discrip tions of a potlatch 
have been written by white men 
who, however well-meaning, do not 
appreciate its profound spiritual 

Significance. 

Only an Indian writer oouid do 
Justice to such an event and, it is 
to say, there is only one man in 
Canada capable of performing ttie 
task — George Clutesi, the eminent 
member of the Tse-shaf* clan on 
Vancouver Island. 

In Potlatch, this artist-writer, mo 
sniquely qualified by birth, talent, 
ml the fact that he actually 
attended a potiatob as a very young 
man, at last sets the record straight. 

Clutesi has deliberately eschewed 
the documentary style. In hi* 
preamble, he tells ua that has 
narrative "la meant for the reader 
to fed and to say I was there and 
Indeed I saw,” He has fulfilled tttia 
aim admirably. 

Hi* talent, first disclosed In Sow 
mi Rave*, Son of Deer, reaches full

own distinctive illustrations. 

This narrative describes in essen¬ 
tial detail a full-scale potlatch, 
laatnig for 28 days. The reader, with 
oocawionafl forays outdoors, is an 
unseen guest in the Lor^; House, 
privileged to witness the secret 
rites, mystical plays and symbolic 
dances. 

Like a medieval chronicler re¬ 
cording court-life, Clutesi has ideal¬ 
ised his account, but no other 
treatment could serve as well to 


give one ttie "fed” of the oocsdon, 
which is his intention. 

It took a full year to complete 
preparations for a major potlatch 
and during this period aM adult 
members of the giver’s household 
devoted all their time and energy to 
ensuring Ms success. And here we 
learn our first lesson. 

"This was the time,” says the 
author, “when all ties of kinship 
were encouraged to grow, expand 
and extend beyond the mere b&ow- 


gical style to make his many points. 
“No need for haste. There was time. 
The day was long.” "There was 
time. No need for haste. The night 
was long.” These two phrases are 
used over and over again to empha¬ 
size the Indian’s philosophy. 

George Qutesi is a natural pod 
and his grace of language is a joy in 
itself, which is why I digress. 
However, the potlatch is the thing. 

Songs and dances, each message- 
filled, played an important role in 
the ceremonial, but primarily the 
potlatch was an occasion for feast¬ 
ing and speech-making, it being ap¬ 
preciated that axioms and wisdom 
are more easily swallowed and di¬ 
gested with food! 


1 NEW BOOKS 1 
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Speakers, trained from childhood, 
had voices as versatile and eloquent 
as a vtotin, and these they used to 
play on the emotions of the 
gathering filling them, in turn, with 
tension, pride, fear, love and ex¬ 
hilaration. 

Guests were made welcome and 
invited to share in the abundance 
provided by the Giver of All, but 
were tactfully remanded of the hast 
clan's strengt h and cohesion — and 
the perimeter of its territory. 

But most of aH, the ritual and the 
speeches — the latter interpreting 


the former — mainly delivered by 
the aged and revered mas ter-of- 
ceremonaes, were for ttie benefit of 
the younger set and their net effect 
bolstered respect for the elders and 
strengthened bonds of affection. 

One example of this, beautifuSy 
described, is the ritualized stealing 
of 10 children by the feared woB- 
peopte. The children disappear and 
the reason is announced, but no 
farther allusion is made to the fact. 

For the following four days there 
is general merriment. During this 
time there Is no special song leader' 
and everyone does his or her own 
thing, be It singing, dancing or out 
and out buffoonery. 

This period i* called Wick-ee- 
chitl, “the know nothing. The people 
know nothing — only happiness.” 

Then, suddenly, the "loet” chil¬ 
dren reappear, having been rescued 
by the braves of the tribe, and there 
is genera!, organized rejoicing in the 
strength and protection so obviously 
afforded by the power of unity. The 
svmboiism is apparent to even the 
smallest child present. 

And so it goes, with each day 
adding its measure of teaching, fun 
and fellowship until the great feast 
culminates with the giving of eoetiy 
gifts. In this instance specially 
constructed canoes, to the most 
important guests. 

Acting on the idiotic advice of 
Indian agents and missionaries, 
Ottawa outlawed the potlatch in 1921 
and the ban, in the wnrds of Audrey 
Hawthorn, curator of UBC*a 
museum of anthropology, “made 
any coherent tribal life impossible.” 

The ban was repealed in 1951, but 
because masks, coppers and other 
regalia were destroyed or stolen and 
placed in museums where they stil 
remain, and because the essential 
continuity was lost, potiatches held 
since then have been only emascu¬ 
lated versions of the great occasion* 
of rid. 

George Outesi has rescued ttd* 
noble ceremony from oblivion and in 
so doing has removed ttie false 
notions that have grown up to 
obscure its true significance. 

And with Potlatch this great and 
good native Canadian has estab¬ 
lished himself as a writer of rare 
merit.

Back on the GaUuptsi Circuit, the tour almost 
went flat broke in Greenwood. 

Margaret waa in charge of drawing a regular 
amount from the local Bank of Montreal branch 
on their travels, but there was no branch of that 
bank in the oosnmunity. 

They learned their money was at the onfy 
bonk in town, housed in offices the size of a star 
dress ingroom. 

It was only open tor a couple of how in the 
afternoon. 

The teller, the only person in the bank, looked 
Margaret up and down, checked her signature, 
and then asked suspiciously "How touch were you 
expecting?" 

Luckily Margaret knew hens much waa due, 
and only when she could name the amount to the 
penny, would the reluctant teller aBow cash to 
change hands.

swept swiftly up the Bow Valley and blew all the 
music sheets from our stands and down into the 
river below. That was the only time I can 

remember we were out-blown." 

George Ford is 72 now and is toe oldest 
active member of the Gizeh Band. He still 
marches and plays in the band, although he 
cheerfully admits: "I'm getting a bit heavy now. 
Still light-footed, though,” he added as an after¬ 
thought. 

A musical tragedy almost overtook toe band 
on a trip from Victoria to a parade In Port 
Angeles. It happened at the old loading pier in 
front of the Empress Hotel. The boys were 
marching up the gangplank to board a Canadian 
Coast Guard ship for a playing date at Port 
Angeles. All of a sudden, the lid of the large 
suitcase holding the complete band music flew 
open. like a snowstorm toe locse white sheets 
curled and drifted and finally fei into toe waters 
of the Inner Harbor. 

The situation was saved when the sailors of 
the Coast Guard ship spontaneously jumped 
over-hoard and rescued every sheet. They then 
took them down to the engine room and dried 
them out on the racks above the engines as toe 
vessel crossed the strait. A happy ending. 

A stand-out. eye-catching figure in the Gizeh 
Band is Drum Major Dick Wakeham as he steps 
majestically forward to lead the band with a blast 
of his whsitle and a wave of his baton. * 

Dick Wakeham Is the picture of a perfect 
drum major. Six feet, one and a half Inches fall, 
and weighing 195 pounds, he handles the big six- 
foot mace like it was a child’s toy. He is 57 years 
old. Strong and firm as an oak. 

The Gizeh mace, or baton, is a historical 
item. Longer, heavier than toe average band 
mace, this one went all through the First World 
War. It was donated to toe Gizeh by Jimmy 
Miller. 

For all but the first two years of his life, Dick 
Wakeham has lived on Vancouver Island. He has 
led the band parades tor more than 20 years. I 
asked him If he ever got tired during the longer 
marches. "Noll No! Not me. I find them 
invigorating. When I step out with my chest 
forward, my chin up and my arms swinging at 
toe head of toe band, and the music starts. I feel 
as fufl of spirit as an old war-horse when he 
hears the bugles sound the Charge.” 

When the band is marching. Drum Major 
Dick is in command of its movements in the 
parade. It is his responsibility to pace toe band. 
He remembers one awkward, but comic occasion 
in IMS when he first began as drum major. It 
was at a Nanaimo parade. He started off down 
the street at the quick march with baton twirling 
and toe music loud and strong behind him. He got 
carried away by the occasion. 

Slowly, ft dawned on him that the music was 
getting softer and setter. Finally he courld hardly 
hear it. Turning his head to see what was amiss, 
he found no band. It was three blocks back of 
him. After that experience, he learned to pace 
_ himself with the band. 

The present conductor of the band la Noble 
Stan Sunderland. He took over when Jimmy 
Miller retired fa 1963. Stan retired from toe 


Canadian Navy where he was a top man fa 
music, conducting the navy band. He then, took 
over the Shrirter’s Gizeh Band. He is also toe 
head of the Victoria Rotary Orchestra. 

The Gizeh Band is one of the oldest units in the 
Canadian Shrine Organization. Next year, 1970, It 
will celebrate its 50to anniversary. No doubt, on 
that occasion, the high jinks will be higher than 
Just high.

dedicated and reserved as a National Park, 
preserving for all time Cfas scenic wonderland lor 
the enjoyment of the people and for the use of 
generations to cxaae; an area as yet unspoiled by 
logging, sawmills, or pulpmiUs. 

The provincial government at the last 
legislative session introduced legislation to 
authorize the establishment of a national marine 
park extending along 65 miles of the west coast nt 
Vancouver Island, oomprising i the existing Long 
Beach Provincial Park, the provincial and federal 
governments to share the cost on a 50-50 basis, 
with provision made that the provincial govern¬ 
ment acquire adjacent land now under forest 
management licences controlled by B.C. Forest 
Products and MacMillan Bkxdel.

Bernard or a 
German shepherd lolloping along with huge easy 
strides, while immediately behind him a Corgi or 
a dachshund keeps up with piston strokes which 
have his ridiculous little legs practically smoking. 

Most at the new students find these sessions 
Intensely exciting. They prance wildly, yipping, 
and when ordered firmly to stop this childish 
behavior and "sit,’* they manage to obey, but 
with tongues hanging out a foot and an air of 
effortful control which is extremely funny. 

The beginners occasionally interpret this com¬ 
mand to "sit” rather loosely—and collapse flak on 
their backs with legs in the air and an expression 
at utter helplessness. I cringe unwardly at this, as 
I know It's exactly what one of my own monsters 
would do! 

> As the various exercises progress, some at 
the faster learners exhibit an almost professional 
manner, obeying commands instantly, with much 
sang-froid, thereby causing their owners to look 
rather smug, as compared with the embarrass¬ 
ment displayed by those whose children are slow, 
indifferent, or sometimes miss the boat entirely. 

One exercise which brings mixed canine 
reactions calls for the dogs to be lined up In a 
long row—spaniel. Maltese, poodle, sheepdog, you 
name it—and ordered to ‘sit’ and then to ‘stay,’ 
while its handler walks off and ignores it for 
several minutes. One animal’s agonized, following 
gaze indicates clearly that it is convinced It has 
been permanently abandoned. Another takes the 
opportunity to sit back and study the audience, 
and assess the dogs waiting on the sidelines for 
the next class, just in case any of them may be 
worth a sniff, or a nip, later on. A third thinks it 
won't be noticed if his front end 'stays* while his 
hind legs surreptitiously propel him across the 
hall to his beloved. No gesture of welcome is 
permitted, either by pet or owner upon his return. 
It is to be considered all in the day's work. 

A somewhat similar exercise ends with the 
owner calling his own dog to him, which also 
brings mixed behavior amongst the newcomers 
and the very young. One returns at fuB gallop, 
almost knocking his owner down; another takes 
off on a tour of the hall, greeting friends and 
bristling at potential enemies; a third is quite 
comfortable where he is, thank you, so yawns, lies 
down and goes to sleep. A tiny half-Maltese, all 
pure white, coat and bright shoe-button eyes, 
caught with a sharp word as he essays to scratch, 
freezes, stricken, with one hind leg in the air like 
a semaphore. 

Needless to say, the more advanced classes 
are never seen to indulge in these ignorant 
shenanigans. They have learned—and they take 
pride in their status. All win pats and generous 
words of praise when they have executed a com¬ 
mand promptly and correctly.

has been in existence now for several years. 
There are branches in Aibernl, Cesnax, Cowichan, 
Ladysmith, Nanaimo, North Saanich, and two in 
Victoria. It is a non-profit organization, costing 
dog owners SI to join and a fee of $6 for 12 lessons. 
Thta money goes to the rent of haHs, mats used 
to protect floors, incidental expenses. It is the 
only society of its kind in Canada, and the 
branches meet frequently to discuss training, etc. 
There are trials in spring and fall. 

The Harlequin Dog Training Club, whose 
class I went to see, has Boy Rails as president, 
his wife Joan as secretary. Gene Frederick as 
treasurer, Mrs. Hilda Scott and Dick Belfit as firs! 
and second vice-presidents, and the Misses Mary 
Tucker, Karen Griffis, Joann Rails and Mavis 
Scott as assistant trainers. Miss Scott is also 
director of trials, and Leslie Belfit is director of 
training. 

Leslie, one of the most knowledgable women I 
know on the subject of dogs, is quite something to 
see, in action! From toe professional's point at 
view I appreciated her spirited imitations of 
certain dog behavior which didn't exactly 
conform to regulations. She is a well-known 
assistant at a local animal hospital, has worked 
with animals all her Efe, and is a tower of 
strength to the handler who is having difficulties 
with a new, bewildered, or stubborn pupfl. Her 
own two Corgis, Incidentally, are models of 
graduate deportment, and are often used, as are 
some of toe other well-trained pets, to indicate to 
the new owner what he should expect from his 
dog. 

"Because it isn’t just the dogs, always, that 
need training,” she said. "Once in a while we get 
people who aren’t familiar with animals and don’t 
really know how to get the best results from toe 
dogs.” 

The course stresses friendly but firm 
treatment, with the tone of voice a most 
important factor. "Talk to your dog,” she 
continually admonishes, "let him know when he's 
done well!” 

There are designations for the different types 
of training required. CD means companion dogs; 
CDX stands for the same, with the special term 
‘excellent’ added. UD means utility dogs, such 
as those used for hunting, and in this class a good 
deal of preliminary work can be done before ever 
the animals are taken out on field trials. They are 
trained to scent, with a number of objects set out 
on the floor, one of which has been handled by 
the trainer, after which the dog. having been 
allowed to sniff toe same hands, is sent to pick 
out the object, and very soon learns to do so 
without delay. 

Considering that an average evening brings 
some 20 dogs of all kinds and ages to a relatively 
small hall at the same time, there are 
surprisingly few fights. There are also very few 
"impossible” dogs, as Leslie calls them, who 
refuse to learn and continually disrupt the doings. 
When, rarely, this does happen, the culprit must 
be dismissed, and It is suggested to the owner 
that he work with one of toe club’f trained dogs, 


so that he knows how to continue his maverick's 
training in its own home environment. 

One never knows just what may happen on 
one at these evenings devoted to such a mixed 
grill of bowsers. There was the tone when a 
learner quite mistook the idea of. chairs set out 
for Mm to march around, and used one of them 
for an entirely different purpose, thereby 
distressing his little nine-year old mistress 
considerably. He has since redeemed himself, 
however, by excellent progress, and now wouldn’t 
dream at making such a vulgar error, while the 
young lady herself. Miss Vanessa Steele, is 
becoming an accomplished handler. 

A story of one of the dogs, Sandy, owned by 
assistant trainer Mary Tucker, is both amusing 
and revealing. Sandy was an 11-year-old, very 
gentle, beautifully behaved German shepherd, 
known, admired, and loved by aH in his 
neighborhood. One evening when his mistress was 
alone in the house, a knock came at toe door, 
through which, when it was opened, there entered 
a party who announced himself as a cleaner 
salesman. 

Quite obviously Sandy, abruptly and strangely 
no longer in the least gentle, didn’t believe a word 
of this. He seized the intruder by the leg and held 
on. Panic. Miss Tucker dashed into the kitchen in 
search of toe first persuader that came into her 
mind, pepper, decided against that, dashed back 
into the haU — and found two policemen with the 
stranger in their grip. 

Without any explanation they said: ‘Thank 
you very much, ma’am" and departed with their 
catch. Slightly dazed, Miss Tucker retired with 
Sandy to another room, only to hear, some 10 
minutes later, footsteps outside. Back she went to 
toe door, which opened as she got there, though 
only enough for a hand to appear, holding a small 
parcel. 

"For your dog,” said a voice, “and thank you 
again!” 

A pound of hamburger, with toe compliments 
of the police department! Sandy went back to 
being a lovely, friendly dog — and that was aH 
bis stunned mistress ever knew about any of it. 

A slightly different story, and one which both 
warms the heart and fills it with blind rage, is 
that of Polly. Polly was brought in to one of the 
anhnal hospitals by a callous and plainly 
intoxicated party who demanded that the creature 
be disposed of. A puppy, frightened to death, in 
dreadful condition from a skin disease, half- 
starved, and pregnant In its first season! 

It was not disposed of. It was cherished, 
tended, fed, and its burden cleared away. So now 
here was Polly, brought down to the club by her 
present owners, who love her dearly, in order 
that she might "become acclimatized gradually to 
toe classes which she Is soon to attend. She Is a 
tiny thing, bright-eyed, affectionate, and with a 
fine shiny coat which attests to the best of care. 

The ward which comes to mind is compas¬ 
sion, surely the foremost virtue of all. Were it 
universal, how could there be ware? Or any 
cruelty, anywhere? 
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
